FRANCE NOT EXCITED. 


Law Divoreing the Church and State 
Will not Go Into Effect for 

a Year. 
{BY DIRECT WiKK TO THE ! 

PARIS, Dec. 16—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] No cataclysm has followed the 
promulgation of the law for the separ- 
ation of church and state in France. 
The law comes into force the first day 
of 1906, but as the churches are given 
a year in which to reorganize them- 
selves the change will not be greatly 
felt at first. One curious result of the 
separation act is that the article in the 
Penal Code relating to the illegal wear 
of priestly garb, will become inopera- 
tive. It is further pointed out that as 
the church does not require that the 
contracting parties, in a marriage, 
when of age shall have the consent of 
their parents, as does the civil law, the 
separation will afford a loophole of 
escape for such persons as want to get 
married in opposition to their stern, 
but plous parents. 

Up to the present time priests were 
not allowed to perform the religious 
ceremony until the civil contract had 
been gone through before a Mayor, but 
under the new régime of the separa- 
tion of the church and state, the 
priests recover their liberty of action 
and will be able to make would-be 
brides and grooms happy without in- 
quiring as to whether they have pre- 
viously paid a visit to the Mairie. This, 
as Le Matin points out, opens up a 
gold mine for playwrights obliged to 
bring about a rapid denouement by 
enabling the hero to marry the ingente 
sufficientiy early to permit of the ac- 
tors and spectators catching the 11:45 
train to the suburbs.

FIVE-YEARS’ JOB. 
To a Times man who yesterday went 
to Long Beach and drove thence to the 


slough bottoms, Capt. Greeley said: 
“The statement has been made in 
print that the projectors of this har- 
bor hope to see the dredging completed 
within approximately two years. That 
hope wil] not be realized. Instead of 
6,500,000 cubic yards there are close to 
8,000,000 cubic yards of sandy soil and 
mud-bottoms to be taken out, and I do 
not think it can be done much short of 
ae years. It is an immense undertak- 
ng. 
“Crowding this one dredge to her ut- 
most and working her constantly, it 
would take a little more than seven 
years to finish the job. But of course 
we shall put on other dredgers when 
this one has cleared a channel: so the 
time be reduced. 
“Next Sunday we shall begin dredg- 
ing. The main channel, to be thirty 
feet deep at mean low tide, 400 feet 
wide between bulkheads, and nearly 
oné mile long, running north and 
south, will be started then, and: we 
will stick at that until] it’s finished. 
The two lateral channels, each to be 
respectively 4200 and 3500 feet long, 
21 feet deep at mean low tide. and 200 
feet wide between bulkheads, will then 
be dredged. Last of all we will dredge 
the lateral-channel slips, five in number, 
according to present plans, each 800 
feet long. 200 feet wide and 21 feet 
deep at mean low tide; making a total 
dock-line excavation in slips of about 
9000 feet, and a grand total wharfage 
room nearly seven miles in the 
harbor. 
“The only difficulty that presents it- 
self from the dredging standpoint is 
the sandy character of these . lands, 
both unsubmerged and bottoms. Sandy 
mud cannot be cut and pumped as fast 
as can silt.” 
MAYBE TWO FIGHTS. 

A point that has been kept in the 
background for no special reason, is 
this: Assuming that the Los Angeles 
Dock and Terminal Company sticks to 
its present plan of cutting a direct 
channel across the beach and into the 
eastern end of the San Pedro outer 
harbor via the San Gabriel River bed, 
(in preference to channeling Cerritos 
Slough eastward to Wilmington La- 
goon,) it will likely have two legal bat- 
tles to fight with railway corporations, 
instead of one.

PANAMA CABLE. 


The Secretary of War, in his 
latest annual report, calls attention to 
the need for direct cable communica- 
tion between the United States and the 
Panama Canal zone. The necessity for 
such communication is generally ac- 
knowledged. It found expression at the 
last session of Congress in the intro- 
duction of a bill for the construction of 
a& cable system between the United 
States and the canal zone, on the Isth- 
mus of Panama, “‘by such route as the 
President should determine to be the 
most practicable and serviceable to the 
government and the people of the 
United States.” This bill failed of pas- 
sage, not because of any serious op- 
position, but because it was not 
brought ferward for consideration un- 
til too late In the session for action. 

It is quite true, as Secretary Taft 
points out, that the interests of the 
United States upon the. isthmus are 
now So jarge, and will continue to be of 
such a character, that telegraphic com- 
munication between the United States 
and the canal sone should be estab- 
lished at as early a date as possible. 
“The great powers of the world.” 
says the Secretary—“France, Ger- 
many, Great Britain, Japan and Rus- 
sia—have all recognized the tndispensa- 
bility of connecting outlying provinns 
and possessions with the seat of gov- 
ernment by cables, either state-owned 
or under state control through sub- 
sidies.” The fact that this fs the nrac- 
tice of other nations might not be in 
itseif a sufficient reason for the United 
States to lay a cable to. the isthmus. 
But it is a more important fact that 
we can now communicate with Pan- 
ama by telegraph only via Jamaica, 
over all-foreign lines, or via an Amer- 
ican line from Galveston, which in- 
volves the use of a land line across the 
republic of Mexico. S80 that “unless 
provision is made for a cable con- 
trolled directly by the United States. 
with shore ends on American soil, it 
will be necessary in time of emergency 
to depend on the good will of others, 
and thus imperil certainty of action by 
the United States.”’ 

The correctness of Secretary Taft's 
position will very generaily be recog- 
nised. In order to carry on success- 
fully the great work which we have un- 
dertaken on the Isthmus of Panama, 
direct, quick and sure communication 
between this country and the scene of 
operations on the isthmus is indis- 
pensable. It may be taken as granted, 
therefore, that the matter willl receive 
the attention which it deserves at the 
present session of Congress, 

As to the cost of the undertaking, it 
will not be excessive when its impor- 
tance and value are considered. The 
bill introduced at the last session car- | 
ried an appropriation of $2,000,000 for 
carrying out the enterprise. Estimates 


have been submitted by the chief sig- 
nal officer showing that by utilising |

total cost of $1,000,000, between Miami 
or Key West, Fia..

The 
route via Guantanamo is 200 miles 
longer. But as Guantanamo has been 
ceded to the United States for a naval 
base or coaling station, the slight ad- 
ditional cost of extending the Panama 
cable so as to touch there would .e 
hardly worth considering in view of the 
advantages to be gained.

when the latter is handed an envelope 
containing the. amount of pension 
money due him. He then passes out 
at the north door—not to form in line 
again, but to go whither he will. |

the press be more keenly alive to the 
ultimate object of it all and political 
leaders realize the duty which they 
owe to real statesmmanship and be less 
subservient to partisan success.

It was this saine Nicholas Longworth 
Il, whe, though born with a_ golden 
spoon in his mouth, insisted on making 
something of himeelf and so worked at 
the profession of the law until he land; 
ed as a mé@mber of the Supreme Court 
of the State of Ohio. His sister also 
achieved fame as the founder of the 
Rookwood Pottery, now known in 
every part of the world where ceramics 
are seen and admired. She is now Mrs. 
Bellamy Storer, wife of the American 
Ambassador to the Empire of Austria. 
Her first husband was Col. George 
Ward Nichols, the founder of the Cin- 
cinnati College of Music and originator 
of the famous May Musical Festival. 

The present Nicholas, who may be 
styled Nicholas III, son of Judge Long- 
worth, does not have to come to the 
daughter of the President, apologizing 
for his lofty ambitions in asking for 
her hand.

In another view of 
the Alhambra, an interior court, the re- 
flections in the water are exquisite; the 
whole little picture, indeed—its dimen- 
sions are only fourteen inches by ten. 

“The 
Ascent to the Alhambra” scintillates 
with color in full sunlight. “The 
Triumphal Arch of Charlies V.” is sim-

that move under the arch are alive.

was plenty of time for the building of | 
the shelters against the winter. A tin- | 
smith at Palatka furnished 100 kero-| 
sene lamps of one-pint capacity for 
21 cents each, including tin chimneys. 
The captain bought one-half by one- 
inch pine strips and built the sheiters 
himself. The frames he made in four 
separate triangular parts, one for each 
side of the pyramid. Three, placed in 
nosition around the tree, were held 
together by the paper covering and by 
lath braces, which served the double 
purpose of hojding the paper down and 


securing the frames in position. On 
the southerly side of each 
fourth frame, paper-cov , was hu 
on hinges, so that during the day an 
in mild weather it could be left open, 
exposing the young tree to the light 
and air. The 100 paper shelters, not 
counting the captain's labor, cost him 
exactly 34 cents each. In all, the first 
cost of his insurance against the frosts 
amounted to $55. As it happened, three 
frosts visited Putnam county that win- 
ter. The lamps lighted on each on 
burned about twenty-five gallons of 
kerosene, but they saved the trees. 
* ‘The frames were left n always ex- 
cept when a cold night threatened. 
Inside, the kerosene lamps stood filled 
and ready close by the door. and Capt 
Wilcox’s experiments had taught him 
to a nicety just how high a flame was 
required to keep the air in each shel- 
ter above thirty-two degrees, no mat- 
ter how severe the frost outside. He 
made only three mistakes that winter, 
land those were made in one night, 
when the lamps got to blazing high in 
three of the tenté, and the trees in- 
side were ruined, literally baked. 
THE FIRST FROST. 

The Yankee’s paper tents were the 
neighborhood joke for a season. The 
_countryside predicted that the confinc- 
ment of the shelters would produce 


of pests upon the young trees; but the 
captain worked steadily in his little 
grove, putting into practice what he 
had learn about ‘cultivation, and

On the night of the firet 
frost, as the mercury dropped to the 
freezing point, the captain had one of 
the small audience of curious neighbors 
time them at the lighting.

The cold 
wave lasted three days, and the ground 
between the shelters froze hard four 
inches down.

‘The 
trees were still too young to stand 
much frost, and the captain kept an 
anxious eye on the thermometers in his 
enclosures. That winter frost Visited 
Putnam county three times; but the 
fires proved entirely effective. While 
the cold lasted the captain and his 
family had to “spell” one another in 
‘keeping the fires going, but it required 
surprising little blaze to maintain a 
safe temperature within the fences, 
and the cordwood piles diminished very 
slowly. As for the work the frost 
brought, the family accepted that as 
part of the bargain. . 
HOW IT GREW. 

Satisfied with the success of his en- 
closure plan, Capt. Wilcox extended 
his operations that spring by setting 
out another hundred trees, which he 
protected with the game paper tents 


that had done duty as sheitere for his 
first planting, and the following year 
he extended his fence system to en- 
close this grove; again setting out new 
trees and shifting the old shelters and 
lamps for their protection. That win- 
ter the mercury twice reached 18 de- 
grees, the greatest cold the grove has 
so far experienced. but not a single 
tree out of the 200 then In the ground 
was lost. 
Altogether, the lamps and fires were 
started six times during that season, 
though fires were not started among 
the oldest trees tili the thermometer 


registered below the frost-line and 
promised to go lower; for the captain 
had learned by cautious experiment 
that these, four years in the ground, 
would stand considerable frost. The; 
seemed to have become hardened to the 
cold, and toward the end of the winter 
he tested them. a few at @ time, till he 
satisfied himself that they could safely 
withstand temperature.as low as 26 de- 
grees. Im fact, during the season of 
1903-1904, which had more cold weather 
than any other winter in the captain's 
previous seven years’ in 
Fierida, he did not burn a single fire 
among his older trees, although the 
mercury fell below freezing point 
twenty-two times and several times 
passed 26 degrees. 

The little plantation now has 400 
trees, all of them protected by fences, 
except last year's planting, which is 
still under the paper shelters (the same 
that have been in service since the fall 
of 1899;) and there is no grove in 
Florida, Capt. Wileox says, producing 
better fruit than his 4-year-old trees. 
He sent his first crop to market in 1903 
—I108 boxes, which netted him from 42%

The primary conditions of longevity 
are that the heart, lungs and digestive 
organs, as well as the brain, should be 
large. If these organs are large the 
trunk will be long and the limbs com- 
paratively short.

The hand will have a 1 and 
somewhat heavy palm and fin- 
gers. 

The brain will be deeply seated, as 
shown by the orifice of the ear being 
low.

HOW PLANTS FEEO—THE COMPARATIVE VALUE OF MANURES. 
PACKING-HOUSES SUPPLY THE NEEDED ELEMENTS. 


(SPECIALLY CONTRIAUTED TO THE TIMES.) 


HE chemical elements which 

plants require in the soil have 

to present themselves in the form 
of compounds. A plant cannot assim- 
flate a chemica] element pure and <«im- 
ple. There has to be a vehicle. 

All free elements will in the soil 
unite with each other. The result will 
be reversion into compounds which 
the plant cannot attack. Hence to put 
elements puré and simple into the soil 
is a mere waste. But if they are 
stored in humus as a vehicle they form 
& compound which plants can assim- 
liate. The plant does not consume 
the humus itself but the chemical 
elements therein contained and make 
available compoutids by the action 
thereon of the acids in the humus. 

Humus is a complex substance con- 
taining in its structure humic, ulmic. 
cremic and apocremic acids. It is 
generally described as the brown and 
black matter which is represented by 
the loam in the soll.

IRRITATING LAWS. 


In operation, some of the unique 
laws are found to be vexatious, irritat- 
ing and invasive of individual liberty, 
but those who find fault with the acts 
seem to think that the defeots are 
matters of detail and can be  cor- 
rected by judicious amendment. 

In Auckland, the Opposition appears 
te be inspired chiefly by resentment 
at the favor shown to the South by 
the Seddon government in the expendi- 
ture of money for public works. I 
heard the strongest Opposition can- 
didate in Auckland, the only one likely 
to be elected, make a speech to his 
constituents, and he harped on that 
one string of local jealousy. The gov- 
ermment had spent money lavishly in 
the South, and what had it done for 
Auckland? [{Hear! Hear!] Seddon was 
the whole thing, and he used his power 
to build up his political prestige in 
the South. It was time for Auckland 
to demand fair treatment. More miles 
of railway were built in the South 
than in the North; Dunedin had a 
much finer postoffice than Auckland. 
and so on, playing upon the petty 
provincial jealousies of his hearers and 
touching none of the broad. deep ques- 
tions of political, social and economic 
organization, which this people has 
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Not much enlightenment in that sort 
of political oratory. I tried another. 
The second man went for the Seddon 
outfit, hammer and tongs. He said 
ithe government was extravagant, auto- 
cratic and corrupt. Beef was high and 
mutton was four shillings a ieg, be- 
cause the government squandered 
money in every direction. |Hear! 
Hear!) Then he roasted the govern- 
ment for not epending more money, 
and said one of the first reforms prom- 
ised by the Opposition was to see that 
money voted was spent more ex- 
peditiously. Great promises were made 
before last election, but afterward only 
half the money voted for railways in 
Auckland was expended [“Hear, hear” 
at this also.] The government had ab- 
solutely sunk to the very lowest depths 
of political proffigacy; it had used the 
huge sums at its disposal absolutely 
to buy votes and nothing else. The 
Premier himself had admitted that he 
had designedly and deliberately ex- 
pended the most of a twenty-million- 
pound loan to keep in power. at 
was when he said the government could 
not be expected to look with so kindly 
an eye on an Opposition as on a gov- 
ernment constituency. 

Evidently the gentleman would be 
able to hold his own on the stump 
with the best of our Nebraska Pop- 
ulist orators. 

This cangidate also made much of 
discriminazion in favor of the South, 
and decizred that Auckland would not 


get a r whack at the public funds 
s0 as a southern ministry re- 
mained in power. But he did make 


‘an attempt to outline a definite, con- 


structive opposition policy. This con- 
sisted mainly of an enumeration of the 
reforms and new measures promised by 
the government, coupled with assur- 
ences that the opposition woukd go 
in for the same things. This brought 
the whole issue of the campaign down 
to the question with which the can- 
didate opened his speech, viz. “Did 
the electors believe in the present gov- 
ernment remaining in power or did 
they not?” 

From attentuve reading of the news- 
papers, from the speeches of candi- 
dates, from conversations with in- 
formed citizens and from general ob- 
servation, I had formed a tentative 
opinion that there was no radical dif- 
ference between political parties in 
New Zealand, and that the people 
were practically united in approval of, 
or substantial satisfaction with, the 
GDlicies flowing from the socialistic 
revolution of 1890, and the union vf 
farmers and organized labor for poll- 
tical action as the Liberal-Labor 
party. Those who distrust the influ- 
ences dominating the government, and 
attribute the slowness of New Zea- 
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land’s developmeng to the discourage- 


ment of private enterprise by legisi:- - 
tion, avowedly designed to prevent the 
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accumulation of wealth, are so few in 
numbers as to cut no figure political- 
ly, and as nothing is to be achieved oy 
public expression of their views, they 
are wholly unrepresented in campaigns 
and are even disposed to be cautious 
about uttering their opinions in pri- 


vate. 
<ALL ARE LIBERALS. 

The impression that virtually all 
New. Zealand politicians are Liberals 
and that the chief distinction to be 
drawn is between moderate experi- 
menters and headlong socialist-labor- 
ites, is confirmed by the utterances of 
candidates and the attitude of the op- 
position press. The candidate last 
quoted concluded his arraignment of 
the men in power with these words: 
“Whatever Liberal intentions the gov- 
ernment may have had in the past,’in, 
fifteen years’ tenure of office, it has 
absolutely lost the inspiration with 
which it started. The whole Liberal 
inspiration of the government is 
dead.” 

In support of this declaration, the 
speaker asserted complainingly that 
in three years the government had 

but three acts in the interests 
of labor or embodying principles in line 


with the legislation of its earlier days. | 


In other words, the Seddon Libetfal- 
Labor-Socialist government is not go- 
ing ahead fast enough with the great 
experiment and must be prodded up by 
the opposition; and yet the opposition 
would be scandalized if it were called 
a Socialist party. 
SOCIALISTS IMPATIENT. 

The avowed Socialists, who demand 
the nationalization of everything, from 
baby nursing to banking, are equally 
impatient with the gove 
less virulent in criticism. y have 
put up independent candidates, who, if 
elected, would support the present min- 
istry as against tne opposition, and use 
such power as they might have to 
force the government into deeper 
waters of experimental legislation. 
Their goal is the absolute realization 
of the ideal Socialist State or co- 
operative commonwealth, and they 
seriously expect to reach it in the 
next twenty years. They prefer Sed- 
don to any member of the opposition 


as Premier, because they size Seddon 


up as an opportunist, who has no in- 
flexible policy, no formulated pro- 
gramme of statecraft, to deter him 
from going as fast and as far as he 
thinks the people are ready to go. 


The opposition is quite serious in its 
resentment of the Premier's refusal of 


its repeated invitation to “come out 
and have his head knocked off.” ft 
taunts him with having no platform, 
no policy, no measure by which he wii] 
stand or fall, and its pet grievance

SEDDON’S POLICY. 

Possibly the Premier considers him- 
self the representative, not the ruler, 
of the people, and takes his instruc- 
tions from public opinion. When he 
discerns in the popularity of an oppo- 
sition proposai that the people, who 
are the real government in New Zea- 
land, demand a measure, he gives it to 
them, and they take the consequences. 
Also the opposition takes it very hard- 


ly and waxes peevish. 


This characteristic of the Premier 
was exemplified recently in Parliament. 
The opposition moved to sé amend a 
bill as to prevent the disposal of cer- 
tain lands under the 999-year lease 
system, which has fallen into disfa- 
vor. The amendment was carried, al- 
though Mr. Seddon and his colleagues 
voted against it. The opposition then 
thought to put the Premier in a hole 
by moving that such lands acquired 
for settlement should be open to oc- 
cupation with right of purchase. This 
move brought ‘the question of freehold 
versus leasehold squarely before the 
House. 

The government has been trying to 
check the movement toward extension 
of the freehold tenure and to hold the 
country to the land policy of Vogel, 
Ballance, Mackenzie and others, who 
worked toward the abolition of private 
property in land and the establishment 
of national ownership. But the desire 
of the Anglo-Saxon to own land is 
inextinguishable, and of late the move- 
ment for freehold has been gaining im- 
petus.

Shortage of Railroad Cars. 


As showing the enormous increase in But 


the railway business of the country, 
the figures as to the amount of new 
rolling stock on order are interesting. 
During the first forty-one weeks of 
the current year, says the Department 
of Commerce and Labor, 196,672 cars of 
all kinds have been indented for. Up 
te date the record year was 1902, but 
the orders for the complete fifty-two 
weeks: of that year fell short of the 
present year’s incomplete returns cf 
forty-six weeks by no fewer than 1324 
ears. Shortage of rolling stock on ev- 
ery line of railway at the present mo- 
ment is most marked. This is mainly 
due to the immense harvest and to ex- 
ceptionally heavy traffic in live stock.

The pages of histor: are eo thick 
they bulge through the bindings, and all through them 
are instances piled on instances where wrongs, cruelties 
and injustices have had their expiation in a deluge of 
blood which seems to have been sent to wash the epoch 
or the nation clean by means of the only bath which 
would take the stains off the epoch or the nation. 


Will this be eo again? Wait a few months, perhaps 


weeks, perhaps days, perhaps only hours, for the an- 


swer. The old principle that proclaimed its presence on 
earth the moment the first human blood stained the 
soil seems to be effective in full vigor today. Is not that 
what is going on in Russia? Think of the heartless 


cruelty of a long le of brutal grand dukes with no 


conscience to stand between their lust and the victims 
of their cruelty. Think of the plundering of the public 
treasure and the neglect of duties practiced by the “no- 
bility,” so called, while the true nobility of that nation, 
the brave army, suffered unmerited defeat and unnec- 
essary privations in the trenches of Manchuria.

; SAVING POWER OF SYMPATHY. 


LTHOUGH most of us come into the world alone, 
and each of us goes out of the world alone, no one of 
us can live to himself or hereeif alone. 

“ft am King, seated triumphant on the exalted. throne 
of intellectual and material achievement,” exclaims the 
monarch of a day. “What need have I of men? Here 
upon the heights of my desire, my ambition, I bend to no 


myself!” 3 
During this passing stage of pride and arrogance con- 


- tinues the boast, “To me, to conquering man, Peer of al! 


Creation, was given dominion over heaven and earth. It 
is I who forecast the course of planets; ‘tis given to me to 
quell the riotous elements, wind and water and fire and 
air, pressing all into my service. By me are subdued the 
fiercest beasts of the forest, aye, the lion and the tiger 
have I tamed to obedience. And thus, having all at my 
command, shal] I then be commanded by will other than 
my own. Strong in my strength, what need have | for 
strength of others, nor yet their weakness—soft feeling 
or fitful emotion? Surely such stuff is for babes and. 
maudling creatures, nor would I aught of sentiment com- 
posed of sugared words and artificial phrases reminding 
one of mock confections. Bah! Nor time nor leaning 
has the mind made of sterner qualities to spend itself 
in ejaculating thin, airy nothings. It is enough for the 
princely power, clothed in the royal red of superb intel- 
lect and vast. material possession, to sit enthroned in high — 
converse with those of like adornment, for the lesser 
brood—the rank and file of human kind—the royal ‘we’ 

have neither care nor solicitude.” : 


Thus coldly, haughtily, arrogantly, smitingly self-suffi- 
cient intellect speaks from its elevated domain—screeneéd 
from the gentle spirit of human sympathy, the héaven- 
born handmaid of intellect and will, which to neglect is 
to cripple or to leave abortive the highest and nobles 
powers of mind. It is sympathy that pries open the se- 
cret heart of humanity, drawing forth its richest treae- 
ures, while bestowing upon men and women that grace 
and charm of manner passing definition. Sympathy im- 
parts sweetness and melody to the voice, endowing it with 
a quality more rare and witching than the most tunefu! 
instrument. It is intelligently directed sympathy that 
gives to the world that glow of warmth and happy spir- 
itual sunshine without which heaven would have no ra- 
diance and with which the gloom of a dungeon may be 
changed to heaven. Without sympathy at once to mel- 
low and to stimulate our being the richest may be ac- 
counted poor, while with it the poorest may well be con- 
sidered rich. 

We double our joys and halve our sorrows by sympathy 
or feeling with another or others, by attuning our na- 
tures to the nature of others, heart to heart, soul to 
soul, rising in unison in silent, sweet accord. The most 
sublime expression of eympathy possible is the compas- 
sionate and benevolent voiciiig of the human spirit. 
Moreover, where sympathy abounds, what if the tongue 
be silent for want of proper speech.. Does the eye ever 
fail to tell us that here is sympathy and there it is not” 
The liquid light shining in the windows of the soul of 
friend or well-wisher is the primordial language by 
which human beings were drawn together; it was this 


_ fundamental or common. experience of humanity—this 
' “feeling with one another,” this emotional participation 


fin others’ joy and sorrow, this upwelling of the spirit 
and outpour of itself in order to rejoice with another or 


others, in order to succor or to save—this was the first 
principle out of which the secondary issue or verbal! 
form “sympathy” arose. 

Without in the least depreciating the value of materia! 
expressions of sympathy, these, however, frequently fail 
to subserve the desired end when the primary need is 
for comfort of the soul, demanding the human, the per- 
sonal touch, the assurance of kinship during a great be- 
reavement, the healing balm and strengthening mead 
which alone can be supplied from the overflowing heart - 
of genuine sympathy. The hearty word of welcome, the | 
open, honest face, radiant with good cheer, the eye 
kindly beaming with good will, the voice expressive of 
steadfast moral support, the carefully considered word 
of wisdom will often do more to relieve the mentally and 
physically distressed than tempting dishes or works of 
| art. Nor will the effect of these be as enduring as that 
produced by direct contact with the sufferer where the 
chief necessity is for a change of heart and of mind. 

Let uB, then, not pass by a single opportunity to com- 
fort those wounded by Affliction, to counse] and direct 
the erring in quiet confidence, to inspire the hopeless 
with new courage, to place the balm of affection upon 
loveless lives, to gather up into the fullness of our being 
the heartsore and despondent souls languishing for the 
touch of sympathy. 

Let us remember the saving power of sympathy in all 
our relations with man and with his lesser brothers, the 
dumb brutes, who experience pain and suffering even 
as we who mourn and grieve unto death over the loss of 
@ constant companion or beloved master. And let us 
take into our hearts the injunction of these simple but 
ever beautiful lines:

THE GREAT CLAY BELT. 


WuHeEaT LAND DISCOVERED IN Woops 
oF NORTH CANADA. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


UDBURY (New Ontario).—I have been traveling for 

the past week through the new Ontario. This is 

the wild northwest of the Ontario we know on the 
opposite side of Lakes Ontario, Erie and Huron. The 
country near those lakes is about as thickly settled as 
Ohio. It has a population of 2,500,000. It has some of 
the best farms of North America, and enough of them 
to be worth $990,000,000 and to produce grain, vegetables 
and fruits to'the amount of $200,000,000 a year. Old On- 
tario has good cities every few miles, with street cars, 
electric lights, and all the surroundings of our best set- 
tled districts. It is cut up by railways and the country 
roads are such that one can go in an automobile through 
any part of it. Great factories are springing up in some 
of the towns, and the whole region is one of industry and 
thrift.

be all rock and swamp, covered with ice the greater part 
of the year. Its only Mhabitante were Indian hunters, 
Hudson Bay fur traders and lumbermen, who have been 
cutting down the trees along the streams and floating 
them down to the great lakes. Then the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railroad was put through, the great nickel mines 
about here were discovered, other mineral regions were 
opened up, and the Canadian and provincial governments 
began to look upon the country as an available asset. 
Within the past few years towns have sprung up all 
along the lines of the railways, settlements have been 
started here and there upon the Ottawa River, which 
goes up into Nipissing, and there are mining towns and 
lumber mills with farms about them on the streams above 
the Georgian Bay and along the shores of Lake Superior. 


About five years ago exploration parties were sent out 
by the Ontario government to investigate the country 
from Quebec to Manitoba. They have reported that there 
is a wide strip of fertile soil running from one end of this 
wilderness to the other, about a hundred miles north of 
the Canadian Pacific railroad. This region is of a differ- 
ent formation than that farther south. The land is a 
clay loam which will raise wheat, and it is now know 


The Ontario of the North. 

The new Ontario is the vast frontier which belongs to 
Ontario province. It lies above and beyond the latter. It 
is the great northland between Georgian Bay and 
Hudson's Bay and between Lake Superior and the Al- 
bany River extending on into the Rainy River country 
farther west clear to Manitoba. | 

This vast region is more than twice the size of the

State of New York and it contains 100,000,000 acres. The 
Thunder Bay and Rainy River districts in the west, 
which are now being open: 1 to settlement, are alone | 


quite as long as from Philadelphia to Boston, and as wide 
as from Washington to New York. The Algoma district 
farther eastward is almost as wide, and it extends from 
‘Lake Superior to the Albany River and Hudson Bay, 
while the Nipissing district, where I am now writing. 
runs from Lake Nipissing, not far from Georgian 
Bay north to James Bay. It borders the province of Que- 
bec on the east, just as the Rainy River district at the 
other end of new Ontario borders Manitoba. 

Until within a few years this vast territory was looked 


- wpon as valuable only for its timber It was thought to 


as the great clay belt. The belt is several hundred miles 
wide, and altogether is estimated_to contain in the neigh- 
borhood of 16,000,000 acres, or about as much as our 
State of West Virginia. It is covered with timber, which 
will have to be cut off; but this may be done by the lum- 
bermen when the country is opened. Otherwise the set- 
tlers will have to undergo the same hardships and diffi- 
culties which were common to the clearing of our Bast- 
ern States. 


Railroads Through New Ontario. 


Both the Ontario and the Dominion governments are 
anxious to make this country accessible. The govern- 
ment of Canada has undertaken to build its transconti- 
nental railroad through it, and by this time next year an 
army of track builders will be grading the route and lay- 
ing the rails. The eastern end of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific, which is to be built entirely by the government, will 
begin at Winnipeg and traverse the clay belt passing 
through Nipissing at about the latitude of Lake Abitibi, 
and going thence on to the Atlantic, giving a short haul 
for the wheat to the seaboard and England.

QUAINT AND INTERESTING CusToMs & 
OF THE CHRISTMASTIDE.

ROM the toddler hugging a toy horse in his little 
arms to the white-haired veteran lifting a tattered 
fiag in triumph, we mortals live for the most part 

by sign and symbol, and however great the spiritual up- 

lift of the Christmastide, however, sweetly the angels of 
love in our hearts sing their message of good will to- 
ward men, Christmas would not be Christmas without 
the fragrance of Christmas greens in our nostrils, the 
glow of Christmas berries before our eyes, and, to put 
it more carnally still, the tickling of our palates with 

Christmas turkey, plum pudding and mince pie. 

Our baronial hall may have shrunken to a hop-over- 
my-thumb apartment, our blazing Yule log shrivelled 
into a modern gas grate with pin-prick flames, but in 
our thoughts at least we will keep up all-the old Christ- 
mas traditions of our race. 

“Merrie England” from the earliest days entered en- 
thusiastically into the jollity of the Christmas season 
which prolonged its merriment from the 16th of Decem- 
ber to January the 6th. In fact, good King Alfred—a 
pattern George Washington of rectitude in the old coun- 
tree—was so absorbed in Christmas revelry that he was 
surprised by an invasion of the Danes, as unwelcome an 
interruption to the festivities as a fire at a Sunday-school 


4 Christmas celebration. | 


During the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries English 
country gentlemen held open-house on Christmas Day, 
tenants and neighbors hastening to the hall at an early 


hour. 
Meanwhile at daybreak the hackin, or great sausage, 


| was boiled by the cook—uniess she was unlucky enough 


to oversieep upon that critical morning—for if the eau- 
sage was not ready at the proper moment, two young 
men seized the cook by the arm and ran her round the 
marketplace. But if Adam had thus the last and Dest 
laugh, Eve had previously enjoyed a feminine giggle. A 
maid ‘servant could demand of a man servant ivy to dec- 
orate the house, and, if he forgot or proved himself a 
laggard, she retaliated by nailing a stolen pair of his 
breeches to the gate, or, more cruel still, forbidding him 
the privilege of the mistletoe swung in the kitchen, ev- 
ery roguiesh berry an invitation to a stolen kiss. — 

The gentlemen themselves, having returned from early 
service at the village church, always breakfasted on 
brawn, mustard and malmsey. The mention of brawn, 
the meat of a boar fattened when belted tight round the 
body so as to make the flesh brawny, leads us to the 
boar’s association with Christmas festive boards. 

Freya, a goddess of peace and plenty, rode through 
Druidic mythology seated upon a boar with golden 
bristle, and every winter season the Druids killed a boar 
and offered up its head to win the smile of Freya’s 
bounty. " 

In medieval England all great Christmas feasts were 
inauguratea by bringing in the boar’s head. First came 
trumpeters and other musicians; then the master cook, 
followed by huntsmen with boar epears, and finally pages 
bearing an enormous platter upon which lay the smok- 
ing head, garlanded with rosemary and laurel, a lemon— 
the Norse symbol of plenty—in its mouth. In these lat- 
ter days of concentrated food tablets we-can readily un- 
derstand how the gigantic boar’s head honored by our 
forebears’ lusty appetite has given place to the little 
suckling-pig gracing our dovetailed family table. 

But the boar’s head relish was not the only gastro- 
nomic achievement of former Christmastides that. puts 
our up-to-date dafintiness to blush. An eighteenth-century 
Christmas pie contained the following modest ingredi- 
ents: Two bushels of flour, twenty pounds of butter, 
four geese, two turkeys, two rabbite, four wild ducks, 
two woodcocks, six snipe, four  partridges, two neats’ 
tongues, two curlews, seven blackbirds, and six pigeons. 
If when this pie were opened all the birds began to sing, 
what a delicious tower of Babel would have been the 
wheeled stand that conveyed this piece de la resistance 
from guest to guest round the banquet table! 

All sorts of revels brightened the evenings of the holli- 
day season like twinkling candles on a Christmas tree. 
One of the most fascinating revels described is that given 
in 1377 to Prince Richard, son of the Black Prince, at 
that time etaying with his mother in the country. A 
hundred and thirty citizens of London disguised as

gorgeous livery rode to the castle on dashing chargers. 
Ae they dismounted and entered the hall they were met 
by the prince, hie mother, and attendants, the mummers 
saluting. A pair of dice were then placed upon a table 
by the gallant visitors, and the prince allowed to win a 
golden bowl, cup and ring, while the mother and the 
lords in turn each won a golden ring. Afte* wk'ch de- 
lightful jlonation ~arty, the guests were feasted, and the 


noble legates, impressive cardinals, and knights in | 


young prince, set free from royal apron-strings of dig- 
nity, was permitted to mingle in the dance that formed 
the gay finale of the evening. 


The decorating of our churches and houses with ever- 
greens is a legacy of the dead faith of our Pagan ances- 
tors. The Druide had the pretty custom of thus beau- 
tifying their homes in December so that “the sylvan 
spirits might repair to them and remain unnipped by 


frost and cold winds until their darling abodes had re- 


newed foliage.” 


The mistletoe trails down from Druidic mythology in 
even a more sacred.fashion. Late in December a solemn 
procession wended its way through a. holy. grove to an 
oak crowned in mistletoe. To even the irreligious mind 
the scene must have been spectacularly impressive—the 
Druids in their white robes as though priests of the 
glistening winter snow; the golden sickle in the chief 
Druid’s hand flashing like sunshine amid the oak’s 
boughs. Later the Druids gave the mistletoe out to the 
people at large, saying as they bestowed each holy little 
sprig: “The mistletoe for the New Year!” . 


The custom of burning the yule log came from the 
Scandinavians who at the feast of Jul kindled huge bon- 
fires in honor of Thor. The immense piece of wood was 
cut amid shoute of laughter, and “welcomed home” b 
the gleesome singing of yule songs. : 

“Come, bring, with a noise, 

. My merrie, merrie boys, 

The Christmas log to the firing; 
While my good Dame she 
Bids ye all be free 
And drink to your hearts’ desiring. 
*With the last year’s Brand 
Light the new Block,’ and, 
For good successe in his spending, 
On your psaltries play, 
That sweet luck may 

_ Come while the Log is a tending, 
Drink now the strong beere, 
Cut the white loafe here, 
The while the meat is a shredding;

customs, naive myths, quaint superstitions of the univer- 
sally beloved season of Noel. 7 

Scandinavia glistens with bright legends of Thor and 
Odin told before the burning yule log. 

The day before Christmas every member of the family 


| vathese—perhaps for the one time during the year—while — 
in the evening special Christmas candles are placed in 


the windows, and the Bible read aloud. 


But the real celebration is Christmas night. Young 
and old come together for holiday games. Suddenly, the 
games are interrupted by a knock on the door, and four 
or five boys are admitted. These are all dressed in 
white, one carrying a colored star-shaped lantern, and 
one a glass box containing two dolls representing the 
Virgin and Child. After singing carols, the boys with- 
draw, and the games are renewed until a second knock. 
This time masked merry-makers swarm into the room 
and a wonderful display of tricks and a jolly pantomime 
ensue. 

In rural Russia at sunset Christmas Eve a procession 
of the villagers visits the houses of the nobleman, Mayors 


and other dignitaries, receiving presents. After which 


follows a revel, men and women masquerading as cows, 
pigs, and goats in memory of the lowly nativity in a 
stable shed. The evening star is the signal for supper, 
when the table is covered with straw before the laying 
of the cloth. After a simple feast at which the Samo- 
var of course has the place of honor, the peasants hasten 
to the nobleman’s house for their Ch as tree.

belows in happy-hearted Paris. Tables at the favorite 
cafés are ordered far in advance for the réveillon, on 
Christmas Eve supper at midnight, while the up-to-date 
Parisian indulgés in a progressive supper party of his 
own, taking each course at a different café and finally 
sipping his black coffee at home.

The thrifty, growing towns passed attracted his atten- 
tion; everybody seemed well-clad and pleasant, no 
squalor or drunkenness at any station: and the tidy chil- 
dren on their way to or from school pleased him greatly. 

The improved mode of travel in 1868 as compared with 
1842, when he was in America the first time, was one of 
} his most absorbing topics, although he acknowledged 
having enjoyed the canal boat ride through Pennsyl!va- 
nia, and the steamboat traveling down the Ohio from 
Pittsburgh to Louisville and St. Louis. 

When Mr. Dickens spoke of Louisville and the courte- 
sies extended him by the people of that prosperous and 
hospitable city, I reminded him of an occurrence during 
his first visit which had escaped his memory, having 
heard the late Gen. James B. Steedman\of Ohio often 
allude to the ‘matter. (The general was a great admirer 
of Dickens.) I asked Mr. Dickens if he remembered the 
rebuff he gave the landlord and proprietor of the well- 
known Galt House of that city. He assured me he did 
not, and requested me to favor him with a recital of the 
incident. I gave him briefly the story, as told by Steed 
man, who, with his friend, the late George D. Prentice of 
the Louisville Journal, had many a smile at the expense 
of mine host Col. Throckmorton. It seems that the colo- 
nel had heard of a celebrated mint julep prepared by 
Mr. Guy of Guy’s Hotel, Baltimore, which Dickens and 
his bosom friend Washington Irving. in 1842, had sat up 
well into the night to discuss. Like a true son of “Old 
Kentucky,” wishing to extend the choicest act of hospi- 
tality to his distinguished guest, the landlord of the Galt 
rapped upon Mr. Dickens's door about the hour of his re- 
tiring and announced the object of his call. Mr. Dickens 
answered the rap himself. and inquired if he was the 
landlord of the inn. On being told that he was, Dickens 
informed him that when he‘desired to see him he would 
send word to the office. | 

The look of regret upon Mr. Dickens’s face cannot be 
described as I explained to him some of the enticing 
qualities of the “Blue Grass” brand of mint julep, assur- 
ing him that, fine as Maryland’s certainly were, their 
soothing parts were not to be compared to old Ken- 
tucky’s best, such as Mr. Throckmorton undoubtedly in- 
tended to present to him. Mr. Dickens expressed the 
deepest regret at his hasty and unintentional discourtesy 
to the good landlord, and hoped he might be favored, 
during this tour, with an opportunity to apologize to Col.

Most REMARKABLE NAVAL CRUISE 
ABOUT TO BEGIN. 


From a Special Correspondent. — 


ASHINGTON, Dec, 15.—Astounded by a mon- 
strous thing rising above the sharp, encircling 
horizon, passengers plying the Atlantic this next 
month or more will be prepared to believe that some 
Noah or other has set out in his ark. A vast red box of 
steel, 500 feet long, 134 feet wide and 42 feet above the 
sea, is no common sight to meet with in mid-ocean; in 
fact, it is an object never beheld before upon the briny 
billows of any clime. Leveling their glasses at the 
cyclopean box these astonished passengers may note, 
now and then, that beings move, antlike, upon ies rim, 
er, should night fall over it, they will see it aglow with 
electric light. 
Here we have the most remarkable cruise ever under- 
taken by a naval power. The monster which we have

Scoops up Biggest Ships. | 


The largest Goating dry dock of the world wes there- 
fore constructed, the contractors being the Maryland 
Steel Company of Sparrows Point, near Baltimore. The 
cost of this engineering feat was $1,250,000. The con- 
tract required that the great box scoop up and hold high 
and dry above the sea the largest of our fighting levia- 
thans, which are 16,000 tons, But the contractors went 
further and gave it a capacity of 20,000 tons, which will 
enable it to float the largest of the world’s battleships 
yet planned. It contains 11,000 tons of steel plates, held 
together by 2,000,000 rivets and painted over by 130 tons 
of red lead and lfnseed oil. 

Just a word as to how it operates: In form it is a box 
with bottom and two long sides, but with top and ende 
missing: or it might be called a trough rather than a 


box. The bottom rests upon great square tanks eigh- 


teen and one-half feet deep. valves are opened 
and the sea water is allowed to in, the great trough 
sinks until the floor is sufficiently below water level for 
our largest warship to enter between the two protruding 
sides. Once the v is within, the water is pumped 
out of the tanks and the great trough rises until the 
floor is well above the wash of the sea. The ship inside 
immediately drains dry, and its bottem, entirely exposed, 
may be painted, cleaned or repaired. The side walis, be- 
sides being 500 feet long, as stated, are 64 feet high from 
the bottom.

How Four Months Will be Spent. 


These men will live aboard the dock about four months.

CHAMBERLAIN’S COLONIAL TARIFF

T must not be surmised that the English are the 

least bit blind or asleep to the crises which impend 

to their industries and properties. They have ever 
been wide awake to their business interests, and never 
more so than they are today. You see everywhere ad- 
vertisements which read “Encourage home indiustries;” 
“Made by British labor,” and others of similar import. 
This is an appeal to sentiment, and does not go for much. 
The most, or the best for the monety is the keynote in 
modern business. Another attempt to keep the wheels 
of progress moving is the somewhat artificial one of 
using only home-made goods or home-grown material in 
all public works. This could not be made obligatory in 
private enterprises where a man wants to get the best or 
the most for his money, and will not stop to consider 
where it comes from. If it is not good policy in private 
affairs it is searcely good in public works. Besides the 
effect must always be very limited.

The only far-reaching scheme yet brought forward is 
that of Joseph Chamberlain in his plan for a great tariff 
league between Great Britain and all her colonies. It is 
a reciprocity proposition, and the most radical proposi- 
tion heard of in England in generations. A good war 
ery has often helped materially in winning a battle, and 
an effective phrase has often gone far in a political cam- 
paign. The Conservative party which, under Mr. Cham- 
berlain’e leadership, is carrying on this most radical 
campaign, has just such a battle cry. It is “Greater Brit- 
ain,” “The Empire,” and the Radicals who are in 
- most conservative spirit trying to hold on to the past 
and its traditions, are branded with the horrid epithet 
of “Little Englanders.” 


A Very Uphill Work. 


But the fight is a great one, and must be strenuously 
and ably fought if it is to be won. It ie being stub- 
bornly resisted. In the first place, every fiscal change is 
always accompanied by temporary derangement of busi- 
ness, and by loss for the time being. The Radicals are 
using this menace with good effect. The reformers some 
months ago carried out a change in the international 
sugar trade. When bounties were paid on exports of 
beet sugar, England reaped the benefit and had the 
cheapest sugar’In the world. Confectioners in England 
and Seotland took advantage of this and made nearly all 
the best “sweets” used in all Europe. With the removal 
of the bounties the price of sugar has risen in Great 


Britain and is nearly on a level with prices on the con- | 
tinent. The result is that France, Belgium and Germany | 


have taken to making their own “sweets,” and Great 
Britain has lost much of that trade. The Radicals, who 
conservatively battle for leaving things alone, “view 
with alarm,” perhaps “point with pride” to 12,000 Eng- 
lish and Scofrh confectioners out of work, and 50,000 on 
half time, as the net result of the first essay in “fiscal 
reform.” Such a fact is a very powerful argument in 
the hands of a skillful speaker addressing a general 
meeting of rather poorly-informed voters. 

Then in this curiously changed political situation, full 
of contradictions where the Conservative party is trying 
to upset the most sacred and most deeply-seated preju- 
dice, or principle, as you may regard it, of the English 
mind and where the Radicals are etruggling to maintain 
the status quo of the last fifty years, there Is the care- 
fully cultivated and rooted conviction of two generations 
tm the slowly moving Saxon mind standing like a mental 
rock of Gibraltar in the path to be traversed by Mr. 
Chamberlain in his efforts to bring about the changes he 
proposes. It is a gigantic task. Without indulging in 
national egotism, one may say that it will not be so easy 
to inetruct the average English voter in fiscal principles 
as it was to get the coinage principles through the heads 
of the American voters in 1896. There is a great differ- 
ence in the general intelligence of the two people. Com- 
pulsory education in England ends at 12 years of age, and 
is only compulsory for half of each day, or for every 
other day. The resulte are very limited, and newspapers 
are not the schoolmasters in the United Kingdom they 
are in the United States. Here is an item of much in- 
terest: 

In a recent issue of the London Spectator a correspon- 
dent lays a heavy indictment against English School 
Board education. The other day, he says, he rang for a 
district messenger in London, and there appeared “a lad 
possessing all the outward appearance .of quickness and 
brightness.” He had left school five months, and was in 
Standard VI. “I asked him a number of questions,” 
writes the correspondent, “and he replied that—Japan 
is a part of Russia, and the Japanese are fighting the 
Russians in St. Petersburg: Tokio is in Berkshire; New 
York is in South Africa; Glasgow is in Sheffield; London 
is in Scotland, and together with Scotland and Wales, 
composes England; Rome is the place where once there 
was a great wall: believed Spain was a country and nol 
a city, but was not sure: had heard of Liverpool, Paris 
and Berlin, but did not. know where they were; had 
never heard of Washington, Vienna, or Peking; did not 
know who was Prime Minister of Great Britain; Balfour 
was a millionaire: Chamberlain was the strong man who 
performed at music halls, lifting weights and breaking 
chains; the name of the King was Edward Alexander; 
King Alfred was a man who got up a war with another 
man, and was shot in the head.” | 

What these people know of fiscal principles is an in- 


heritage of two full generations of Cobdenism. If one 


could forget existing facts »"4 thecome as ignorant of 


present-day conditions as Cobden was when he wrote, 
there is no doubt a very plausible appearance in the 
purely logical reasoning of that great economist. With 
only major and minor premises,eand the conclusion 
which makes up the syllogism all seems clear, until one 
encounters the actual facts of twentieth-century indws- 
tries. Now, many of these people fed on these half im- 
aginative finely woven tissues of abstract Cobden logic, 
are decidedly disposed ta follow that profound philoso- 
pher who replied “eo much the worse for the facts” 
when it was pointed out to him that his theery did not 
gibe with the facts. These somewhat diaphanous 
syllogisms founded on imaginary and not actual condi- 
tions, have been ding-donged into the ears of ten gen- 
erations of Britishers. In minds that operate so slowly, 
the impressions so deeply graven in heads so bard, are 
not going to be soon obliterated 


Furthermore, a great array of important facts seem 
to bear out Cobden’s theories to the mental] vision of 
the English voter, who as a rule knows but little that 
takes place outside his “tight little isle.” English poli- 
tics were on a_protective basis up to 1846. - Then the 
country began to produce more than it could use. The 
new mechanical inventions and the application of coal 
to producing power gave a movement for which Eng-

land could not furnish enough raw material. Nor did 
the soil produce sufficient food for the population. Once 
more, England was. the only great manufacturing na- 
tion om the earth. Free frade on raw material and for 
food, and free trade for a market for the products of 
the mills was a natural thing, a necessary thing. For 
fifty years English industries have grown apace under 
these influences. In fifty years the imports of the 
kingdom increased 300 per cent. They increased more 
than 100 per cent, per capita. The exports increased in 
almost an equal ratio. The Radicals who would con- 
serve the present order of things use such figures with 
convincing effect. The Conservatives, who would radi- 
cally upset the order of things prevailing for fifty years, 
find the figures difficult to answer so as to uproot - 
convictions of two generations. 


The Other Side. 


But the Chamberlain hosts have many sound argu- 
ments to advance. Lack of logic is not their great 
obstacle. The rooted convictions, which are more 
prejudice than reason in the minds of the voters, are 
their difficulty. The facts are really all against the 
Cobdenites. The facts of today are all at variance with 
Richard Cobden's syllogisms. He, in all his writings 
takes cognizance of an England doing all the work of 
the world, and of a world where free trade is of uni- 
versal application. According to Cobden the nation 
which tried to do business on a protective basis must 
surely go to the wall. So the Free Trader was in Eng- 
land the more sure her industries would flourish the 
bigher the protection was put on industries among her 
rivals, and the sooner and the more disastrously they 
should fail, leaving everything to free trade England. 
Fifty years of free trade have been years of prosperity 
for England. So far, well. But fifty years of protec- 
tion in France have resulted in the development: of 
industries unknown there fifty years ago. The same is 
true of Germany, of Switzerland, and of the United 
States more than all others. In other countries pro- 
tection is doing the same good work. This ought not 
so to be. According to Cobden’s most logical syllo- 
gisms the industries of these countries should “go 
away and die.” They should have died long ago. But 
the contrary things did not die and show no signs of 
decay. On the contrary, like the enemies of King David, 
“they live and are mighty.” Here is a great array of 
solid facte which the Chamberlain people are using 
with insistence. How much conviction they are pro- 
ducing is doubtful. Judging by the elections, the facts

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BULBOUS PLANTS. 


Best BE OBTAINED 
BY THEIR USE. 


3y Ernest Braunton, 


O get good effects and pleasing groupe with this 
class of plants one ought to be well acquainted 

m with their habits, likes and dislikes, and success 
can only be attained by selecting types that will suc- 
ceed in the different places where they can be planted. 

When making plantations the main object should be to 

get as natural an. effect as possible. Care should be 

taken not to plant the bulbs in straight lines, curves 
or circles. Most of the common bulbs are so cheap, they 
should be planted in large masses, the alm being to 
obtain color in such quantity as to prove effective when 

seen from a distance. 3 

Bulbous plants store up plant food which enables them 
_ to pass a season in a dormant state in the arid regions 
of the world, or else pass a season of rest buried in the 
ground where the winters are long and severe. The 
majority of bulbous plants have their origin in South 
Africa, Japan and America, We grew more from South 
Africa, known as “Cape bulbs,” than from any other 
one place. We aleo have a considerable number of na- 
tives. that are worthy of a place in any garden, espe- 
clally in those of all loyal Californians. 

In arranging our bulbous border it will be very satis- 
factory to arrange them in borders by themselves, se- 
lecting varieties which give a continuity of bloom 
throughout the year. A well-selected collection of bul- 
bous plants will give us a great deal of satisfaction, and 
though the original cost is greater than that of seeds, 
when we take into consideration the increase in num- 
ber and value each year, it will readily be seen that the 
cost is more apparent than real. It is far better to 
lect a considerable number of one species which 
known to do well than to select a single specimen of 
large number. The following sorte will be found to 
well in all parts of Southern California: 

Agapanthus umbellatus, from South Africa, with 
umbels of blue flowers is most desirable and flowers 


pokers; a mass of these brilliant torch-like blooms is 
very striking and they are good, persistent bloomers. 
Of late years we have had some fine horticultural va- 
rieties of red-hot pokers sent to us from Europe. 
The Amaryliis and Hippeastrums should te used in 
considerable quantity, as they do remarkably well with 
us. The varieties of Amaryllis belladonna, both major 
and minor, Hippeastrums vittata, with its hybrids, and 
the nearly allied Sprekelia formosissima, do well. In 
planting them, barely cover the bulbs with soil and do 
not disturb. 


Gladioli do well with us and can be left in the ground 
continuously or dug after the bulbs have ripened and 
stored away until planting time arrives. By putting 
them into the ground, a few dbulbe at a time, about 
thirty days apart, a succession of bloom can be had 
nearly throughout the year. 

The Freesia is a good dwarf bulb, doing 
clumps or borders. It is a good plan to dig 
they have ripened, six ged or 
rain, and plant out again in or 
Care should be taken to see that you get pure 
rather than the gray, washy whites. 


Tritonias or Montbretias are good summer

The Oxalis, found in several colors, makes a fine car- 
pet and winter blooming plant, which is exceedingly 
easy to grow. In fact, they prefer neglect. They vary 
greatly, both in foliage and color of flower and are not 
sufficiently appreciated in California. . 

Among other bulbs we have the Trigrida, Caladium, 
Hemerocalis and Funka, Cyclamen, Crinum, Brodfaea, 
Calochartus, Lillium, the different sorts of Narcissus 
and the Anemones, together with a long list of other 
varieties, which, if one has time, it would be most in- 
teresting to grow. Our native California bulbs should 
not be overlooked: we have many species of very fine 
lilies, and other sorts in considerable variety. It is ex- 
tremely doubtful if any other class of plants gives such 
general satisfaction in all climates and under all con- 
ditions as do the “bulbs.”

Raising Coleus From Seeds. 


The home gardener will find the raising of Coleus from 
seeds full of fascination. From one paper of seeds dozens 
of plants will come; probably no two! will be exactly 
alike. Even in packets of seeds, all of one kind, the 
plants will sport. One will masquerade in gold and 
green, another in solid gold, while the crimson lake, 
bronzy red, dappled white and and the autumnal 
tints of the maple oak and ash ves will characterize 
others. : 

Plant the seeds in light, sandy soil, and cover them to 
about twice their depth, sprinkle thoroughly and within 
a week the plants will appear. When the character 


leaves are well formed, carefully transplant the seedlings 


in places where they are too thick. Those left in the 
plant bed or box may stand to any size, awaiting re- 
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moval. No plant is more pliant in the hands of the cul- 
tivator than the Coleus. It is, however, preferable to 
transplant them when an inch or two high, and always 
clip out the terminals of each plant. This will cause 
them to branch, and the branching habit adds materially 
to their decorative effect. Coleus of all kinds have their 
bright tints deepened and improved by exposure to the 
sunshine. Planted in rich soil, and shaded, they assume 
green shades and are not so pleasing as under exposure 
to the sun. 


Rose Troubles. 


Blagk Spot.—The rose is subject to fungous diseases 
and in some sections the worst of all ie the black spot. 
This may be noticed by the leaves becoming affected 
with black spots here and there, and if left to take its 
course will soon cause a premature falling of the 
leaves. This disease may be greatly reduced by spray- 
ing with Bordeaux mixture at the time of pruning. 
Care should be taken to see that every part of the wood 
ie covered with the mixture. It should be done with a 
very fine nozzle, the etame that is used for spraying 
fruit trees, choosing a dry day for the purpose, so that 
the mixture may be enabled to dry. When it has once 
become dry it will take a good deal of rain to remove 
it. This method has been found to be quite beneficial. 

Mildew.—This disease may be recognized by the leaves 
of the plants becoming covered with a white powdery 
sustance, at first perhaps on the tips of the young 
growth, then spreading to different parts of the bush. If 
taken in time the disease may be kept In check by the 
free use of ‘powdered sulphur, dusting over the plants

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Mythology of Japan. 
Tux LITERATURE, LEGENDS AND 
SUPERSTITIONS OF NIPPON. 
By a Special Contributor. 


3 LTHOUGH Japan was entirely unknown to ancient 
geographers and writers until the close of the thir- 
teenth century, when a description of the wonder- 


ful empire was first given to the world by Marco Polo, | 


and while the country was yet known as Zipangu, her his- 
tory is most remote, and dates considerably beyond the 
Christian era, while—if we are to believe her poets— 
much of it is as old as that of her sieter empire, China 


But like the histories of all great nations, much tradi- | 


tional nonsense, poetical legend and religious mythology 
have been woven through the warp of facts; and the 
facts themselves have, by poetical license, and as a re- 
sult of ancient censorship, been recklessly confused and 
juggled. 

Yet earlier than the thirteenth century Japan was far 
from uncivilized; her historians had attained to a re- 
markable accuracy; her poets were highly gifted, and 
her literary, social an< ‘industrial advancement might 
have shamed many a more pretentious people. Marco 
Polo himself, though a most narrow and biased writer, 
said of it:

“They (the people of Zipangu) are civilized | 


in all their menners, but their religion is the worship | 
of idols, and their intercourse with China has alone 


withheld them from a progress far in excess of either 
the Greeks or Romans. 
seems to have prevented the natural evolution in relig- 
ion: but im other respects the people of Zipangu have 
passed the pale of oriental savagery.” 


Japan has always been remarkable for her desire to 
learn. Individually, and as a nation, the Japanese have 
manifested an abnormal capacity for advancement, a de- 
sire for knowledge, wealth, recognition and governmen- 
tal prestige that all but eclipses the marvelous spirit of 
the Romans, and they have climbed over many obsta- 
cles to an enviable place among the modern races of en- 
lightenment. Today the governmental policies of Japan, 
as brought to light in her latest conquests, reveal the 
true trend of the empire, the true spirit of its people. 
the true position which she commands upon the seas, 
end in the diplomacies of peace. Many of her laws show 


a spirit of justice, and of equity, which are the more. 


wonderful when we consider their monarchical concep- 
tion. | 

The perfect harmony of her political progress, the ab- 
solute loyalty of her subjects, the classic beauty of her 
literature, the genius of her industrial and inventive 
masters, proclaim to the world that Japan is no longer 
to be regarded as land of savage satisfaction.” She is 
forging to the ranks; she is overcoming the 
Mongolian’s adverse influence; she is creeping, or, 
rather, striding. over and beyond the meshes of heathen 
superstition and barbarity. And why? The answer is 
in that her religion is becoming more civilized. Her lit- 
erature is becoming purer. The myths and fables of 
idolatry—the soul-sapping vampires of superstition—are 
no longer able to withhold her from her aim. She has 
awakened. 

It is the religious temperament of a nation that de- 

cides its ultimate destiny. It is its religious convictions 
—estimated by their degree of truth and tenacity—which 
establish its industrial and social speed; for the nation 
must refiect the citizen; in an empire, as in a republic, 
one becomes the counterpart of the other. But Japan, 
despite her idolatry, possesses an ambition that coun- 
_terbalances her superstitions. She has “hitched her 
chariot to a star,” and the gyves of fetichism no longer 
weight her to the earth. Her religion, into which has 
been inoculated the lofty precepts of Confucius, has ex- 
panded to embrace all truth, wherever it has been rec- 
ognized in foreign creeds, whether it be Christianity, 
Mohammedanism, Buddhism, or other truth-affording 
religion. 
' This is one of the paradoxical peculiarities of Japa- 
mese progress, for although China has exerted a dam- 
aging influence in other respects, it was primarily due to 
the great Chinese philosopher, Confucius, that the relig- 
ion of Nippon, originally most heathenish, became 
broader, purer, and more suited to her social] and indus- 
trial advancements. Though the Catholic friars, includ- 
ing Francis Xavier, were maliciously persecuted by the 
Japanese, history affords no precedent of the kind; nor 
hes the example been since repeated in their reception 
of other ereeds. That the people made a great mistake 
in their persecution of Jesuit priests is now admitted; 
put it seems the only rejection ever made by them of an 
important attempt by foreign cult to civilize their relig- 
ton. 

At all other times, and in all other matters, Japan has 
given an attentive ear to outside reformers, and she has 
readily encouraged the advent of foreign missionaries. 
It is noticeable, too, that her real and most material 
progress in social and governmental affairs did not actu- 
ally begin until after her acceptance of a higher stand- 
ard of religion, or until, as a nation, she had abandoned 
the old shrines and pagodas of heathen worship. So, to 
the evolution of Japanese religion she owes much of her 
present-day success. 

The University of Yedo has always been maintained 
under the patronage of Confucius; it teaches the doc- 
trines of the Chinese scholar, combined with those of 
many other able savants of the sister empire, but it is 
recorded of the graduates of Yedo that “they no longer 
- believe anything,” meaning that they are in the field of 
research for truth, pure and simple, and that the old, un- 
reliable theories of priestcraft and superstition are prac- 
tically rejected. Yet the Japanese, as individuals, once 
“accepted with supreme credulity the doctrines of their 
various priests. As in other countries, there remains, 


This contiguity with China 


and will always remain, a class that clings to the shrine ) and her songs are seldom 


of savagery, an element of ignorance ever willing to 
abide by the decisions and necromancies of the bonzes. 

The education of the classes has been difficult, their 
progress limited. In the Yedo, the etudy 8f Confucius 
and other Chinese savants is pursued much as we pur- 
sue the study of Virgil, Homer, Horace, etc., in their 
original texts, and this is especially laborious, inasmuch 
as there is not the slightest analogy between the lan- 
guages. On the other hand, there is a rare diversity of 
dialects. The dialect at Hakodadi is utterly at vari- 
ance with that obtaining at Nagasaki, while the latter 
bears little, if any, resemblance to the language spoken 
in the Loo-Choo archipelago. Only in the island of 
Nippon (proper) is found the true and ancient idiom of 
Yamato, that prettiest and most classic of the Japanese 
tongues, 


It must be remembered, also, that there are two dis- 
tinct alphabets in vogue, the Hirakana, based upon the 
Chinese “running-hand” (in common use and taught to 
all youths in the lower schools) and the Katakana, em- 
ployed in poetry, literature and religious writings. The 
latter is taught only at Yedo, yet both alphabets and the 
Chinese and Japanese tongues must be mastered by the 
higher student before he is permitted to attempt the 
loftier studies of science, literature, or those pertaining 
to ecclesiastics and the professions. 

- When the student has acquired a thorough knowledge 
of Japanese and Chinese history, and can translate and 
interpret the works of Confucius and Mencius, he begins 
upon the actual study of his selected profession, being 
thoroughly trained in the laws of etiquette and society. 
It is stated that “the official style of the Japanese is 


sprinkled with particles and phrases of ceremony and. 


formality which must never be omitted, or transposed 
in the slightest degree.” So it can readily be seen that 
the requirements of the Yedo student are such as to pre- 
vent the common classes from entering it; but it has 
given Japan a host of illustrious litterateurs, accom- 
plished citizens, able diplomats, leaders and professional 
prodigies—the pride of that “honorable alma mater, and 
of the honorable people,” as a Japanese Minister ex- 
presses it. 

As we of today have rejected the mythology of the 
ancients, yet cling to it in the higher forms of literature 
—chiefly in poetical expression—because of the—many 
apt allusions and beautiful symbols afforded, so the 
Japanese discarded their faith in the myths of their pro- 
genitors, yet still employ them for the same pure pur- 
pose. These myths have given a charm, a grace and 
dignity to the writings of the bards and philosophers 
that can only be appreciated by: one acquainted with the 
intricate language. 

From the age when snow-crowned Fusiyama first 
towered to heaven—a counterpart of high Olympus, 
erected by the spirits as a monument to Yamato—there 
has clung to the history of Japan a myriad delightful 
myths of inspirational value in the development of her 
literature and religion. 

There are come who believe that even the famous con- 
quests of Yamato, and of his widowed daughter-in-law, 
the Empress Jingu, who first conquered Korea, are but 
pretty myths, and it is even questioned if those illustri- 
ous personages existed; but however it may have been, 
there are beautiful stories told of the emperors of those 
mysterious days. Around the life of Jingu are woven 
innumerable tales from fancy’s fabric, and with the dis- 
placement of the Sinto religion by that of Buddha came 
Persian myths that have since quite lost their identity, 


but which the poets of Nippon have moulded into pleas= 


ing, fantastic shapes, giving them a coloring as from 
the flowers that deck the Mikado’s court at festive time. 

The beautiful tales yet told of Sungawara, FusiWara, 
Minnamoto and Tatchibanna are. familier in 
many countries. The life of the Emperor, Yori- 
tomo, whose ruined palace is atill visited by 
tourists to Kanagawa, contained many romantic 
incidents, which afforded the imaginative bards of 
the twelfth century an opportunity for much legendary 
fiction, and although the merit of his reign is question- 
able, he is still the paragon for Japanese litterateurs in 


their allusions to courage and valiancy. What, too, is 


more beautiful than the life of the great lyeyas, as re- 
corded by modern enthusiasts? Undoubtedly he existed, 
but who could believe the improbable events of his ca- 
reer? They are myths, created at no remote period, yet 
of beautiful conception, and so pleasing that Japan will 
not discard them. The scholar accepts them for their 
worth; he recognizes their falsity; but he believes they 
are ornaments to his literature—and they are. 

In Japan nearly all metrical compositions and musi- 
cal songs are left to women who make their living by 
singing and playing. There are many public declaimers 
who earn their livelihood by squatting upon benches 
and reciting legendary tales, historical narratives, or 
answering questions of a political character. Of recent 
years the declaimer is becoming less in evidence, but 
singers and wandering female musicians are thriving by 
the score. Most of the myths of Japan are to be found

Some of the 
very large ones have a ring or rim of brass suspended 
by chains from a perforated shade, and attached to this 
are @ number of small receptacies for oil. Some, while 
looking like lamps, are really incense burners and have 
the upper and lower part of perforated brass, with the 
middie part formed of thick pottery in a beautiful glaze 
of two blues, and some are of the finest work imagin- 
able, brass work in every particular, perforated, and with 
clustering spires all around the top tipped with coral. 

Brass seals in the form of the sacred hand, or Mo- 
hammed’s hand, are often seen among the brass work, 
and sometimes a lamp is suspended by a chain orna- 
mented with large glass beads from a ring holding this 
design. The shape is an exaggerated palm, very round, 
with four slender fingers of nearly equal length, and an 
enormous thumb, the whole covered with Arabic chara¢- 
ters. If it i¢ e fair copy, Mohammed must certainly 
have had what palmists call the “thumb of power.” 

Then there are the kohl bottles—kohl, I should say, 
is not only held the luxury of the rich, but the necessity 
of the poor; even an old beggar woman, whose tattered 
rags scarce gover her, contrives to have a line of it 
around the eyes. Its astringent properties are considered 
most strengthening to the sight. It is said to contain 
one thousand ingredients, and without indorsing the as- 
sertion that Solomon's daughter (who is said to have in- 
vented it,) could, by fits means, see three days off, its 
widespread popularity seems to imply that some benefit 
is derived from its use. It is applied by means of a 
large, blunt needle, which is dipped in the kohl paste, 
and drawn between the closed upper and lower lids. It 
darkens the lower lid, and so prevents the glare from 
the desert sand or the white buildings from injuring the 
eyes, for it is the glare that is reflected upward into 
the eyes and not the light from above that blinds. Arctic 
travelers journeying through vast areas of snow-cov- 
ered lands, carry this same principle into effect, smear- 
img the cheeks under the eyes with lampblack. How- 
ever, if the whole truth were known, the Damascus 
women use it chiefly in the way of adornment. 

Please do not think for a moment that while I have 
been showing you through this brags workshop, the se- 
vere looking young man, with an embroidered jacket, 


have asked a native, and when, after continued bar- 


an Oriental bazaar—I named what I 
thought a fair sum, he said, : 
“Take it as a gift from Allah;” but he knew well that he 
was getting a reasoneble »rice, and that I was aware 
of the fact. The constant din of the hammering has 
served as a background to all this chatter, and the street 
cries have intensified it; so we will go to the next, which 
is the silk bazaar, and contains more of the product of 
native industry than any of the others. The shawls for 
the head are particularly attractive. Those with the 
gaudy red and yellow stripes, to which the Bedouins 
and peasants are partial, are very effective in coloring; 
the white ones with narrow colored edges are suited to 
a quieter taste. Then there are the thin silk scarfs and 
the handkerchiefs streaked with yellow or white silk 
thread, which the Mos'ems use as turbans. Another 
characteristic oriental article is the woollen cloak worn 
by the Bedouins, the coarse striped brown or black and 
white, which may be had here, as well as the finer ones 
from Bagdad. If you wish to make a purchase, one of 
those soft, silk robes will make an attractive fancy 
dress, or a lounging jacket for a friend. On a divan in 
a corner are the softer silks in almost endless designs, a 
tumultuous wave of color, brilliant yet soft, as only the 
oriental colors are. They ere really unfading, for ani- 
line dyes are positively forbidden, and the formulae for 
producing these hues have come down from the days of 
Abraham. 

You find the women among these silken stuffs, white 

shrouded in veils; but they do not float about; 
they run and scamper, and they are not silent like real 
ghosts, for they chatter like magpies and drive shrewd 
bargains. Poor things, they seem like big children. 

As you pass from shop to shop it is most curious to 
hear the street cries. A man is selling the thin, flat 
bread, which has been baked on stones or a copper plate, 
and he shouts: “God is the nourisher, buy my bread,” 
or, “Food for the swallows,” meaning delicate girls. The 
bread is delicious, especially when eaten warm. The 
venders of lemonade or sherbet cry: “Refresh thy heart 
allay the heat;” and one who sells raisin water cries: 
“Well cleared, my child;” that is to say, the seeds and 


ékins of the raisins have been carefully strained out. 


We will halt only a moment in the bazaar of 
the shoemakers, where you may, if you desire, buy a 
pair of lemon-colored slippers of soft leather, pointed 
at the toe: at the marqueterie bazaar, where you may 
watch them at work with choice inlaid woods and moth- 
er-of-pear!], and note the large chests to hold the bride’s 
trousseau and the clogs to use in courtyards; and at the 
sweetmeat bazaars, where the confections are so very 
oriental as to require a somewhat cultivated taste; but 
we will halt at the bazaar of the fiber workers. 

This is unique indeed. Seated among the coils of 
rope was always a white turbaned Arab. At his left is 
a pile of rope and a heavy, stiff mat and a pile of bas- 
kets made of fine grass and woven by hand much like 
our Indian baskets. From a pole overhead hangs a mass

pole are strung fancy ropes, harnesses, trappings, belle

merry little grin, so 1 don’t believe it came off. The 
other in the night gown and fez cap was my donkey 
boy. Bright? He was as sharp as a needle, and after I 
had convenced him that he could not overreach or cheat 
me, he was a perfect companion and guide. I had learned 


some bright boy in the neighborhood, win his confidence 
and give him yours. Here in the Orient the keen witted 
boys learn our language with amazing rapidity, and 
are so apt at guessing at what they do not literally un- 
derstand that the conversation rarely flags. With a wave 
of the hand to him, we will go into the smithy-like gold 


pens hammering at their anvils. If you buy a ring or 
brooch, you buy the gold by weight, the amount needed 
to make the design selected; and if it is not too elab- 
orate, he will make it while we look about. There are 
earrings, amulets, bracelets and anklets, some of them 
doubtiess showing the same character of ornament as the 
earrings and bracelets given by Isaac to Rebekah wnen 
she drew water for his camels; for the fashions in jew- 
elry never change here. | 

Mohammed forbade luxuries of gold ornament, and 
cautioned the women against the use of tinkling amulets; 
but nature was occasionally too strong for the prophet, 
and although most of the men are very sober in their 
dress, yet there are always some whose love of display 
gets the better of their conscience, and the women, of 
course, cannot exist without a little jewelry; so the 
queer little smithy thrives well, if it does look like play- 
ing at work. 

The silver filagree work, so like a spider’s web or fairy 
lace, is exceedingly delicate, and much of it is done by 
boys whose sensitive fingers and keener sight enable 
them to put the fine silver threads together very rap- 
idly. The network of chains, some of them curiously 
garnished with precious etones, and the gleam reflected 
from the little smithies by the precious metal as the 
myriad ornaments crowded into this little place swing 
and sway, is bewildering. But see, your brooch is fin- 


modest remuneration for his labor, and we hasten away. 

You cannot go far through these bazaars without in- 
haling the orienta] odors of attar of roses and sandal- 
wood oil. One glance at that stall where they are kept 
is enough to set a New England housekeeper crazy, such 
a jumble it is of dusty, if not dirty-looking, bottles and 
jars. If you are unsophisticated, you would hardly pay 
the price of old botties for the whole array; but the con- 
tents are almost priceless, as that old man sitting under 
his turban and looking like a beggar well knows; for one 
drop of attar of roses, if genuine, is worth a dollar, and 
the odor lasts almost a lifetime. 

An elegant reception room in Damascus opens on a 
cool court with a plashing fountain and orange, lemon 
and pomegranate trees, and on a raised floor running 
about three sides of the room, is a divan. Enameled in- 
scriptions, mosaics or texts from the Koran decorate the 
walls, and there are cupboarde and shelves; but except 
rugs and pillows, or gold and silver vessels for eating 
and drinking, there is no furniture. But the time has 
passed swiftly, and we shall have only enough left to 
visit one more bazaar, the Greek bazaar, one of the larg- 
est at Damascus, and a veritable curiosity shop. | 

Here are weapons, shawls, carpets, clothing and one stall 
is ‘presided over by an elderly dealer in antiquities, named 
Abu Antik-a (Father of Antiquities.) He is a venerable, 
white-bearded Turk, looking like a benign patriarch; 
but wait till you begin to bargain with him over his 
prices, and you will see the consuming greed in his eyes. 
As we stop, he says: 
the sunshine of thy honorable visit,” and clears a place 
for us on the divan ‘inside with one sweep of his arm 
without rising, that we may enter and sit down. Even 
then we find it difficult to distinguish one thing from 
another, for there are specimens of every curio and an- 
tiquity on the face of the Syrian earth, in heaps on the 
floor and hung to the walls and cefllings. There is every 
sort of bric-a-brac. Persian enamel, Damascus swords 
(probably made in Germany,) bits of jade, eastern ink- 
stands, rare china, gold-inlaid daggers, nargilehs or 
water pipes; and when we ask: “How much?” he names 
a fabulous price, and swears that under the protection 
of Allah he ie giving them to us for nothing. His beads 
hang over his arm, for he has just been saying his pray- 
ers, and as we turn away we involuntarily look back at 
the picture made by the benign face, framed in by cym- 
bals and camel bells, prayer beads and pottery, with the 
background of prayer rugs. 

The afternoon has waned, the crowd is more dense as 
we go out into the street again. A vender of cresses fs 
crying: “Tender cresses from the spring of E)-Du-i-yeh; 
if an old woman eats them she will be young again next 
morning.” A boy with roasted peas calls: ‘Mother of 


flower vender says: “Appease your mother-in-law,” 
that is, by offering her a bouquet. 


And now It is time for us to separate. From one min- 
aret to another we can hear the call to prayer. Already 
the Syrian desert is in darkness, and the western sun, 
sinking behind the Ante-Lebanon range, gleams on the 
white turbans and glittering came) trappings, making 
high lights in the darkening picture of the street; and 
as you bid me good night, I wil! answer you after th 
manner of the country: “Peace be to yon, and yours.”

The St. Clair Family, 


? Ir Has A ROMANTIC AND INTEREST- 
ING History.

O family in Europe beneath the rank of royalty 

boasts a higher antiquity, a nobler illustration, or 

@ more romantic interest than that of St. Clair. 
Regarding the origin of the name, about 900 A.D., one 
William de Clair, a hermit, was living in Normandy, in 
a town called Clair, and from which he doubtless took 
his name. He suffered martyrdom, was canonized, and 
his name entered upon the church calendar as William de 
St. Clair. 

The town adopted the prefix “St.,” as did many of the 
name.

It was in 912, at Clair, Normandy, that Rollo, who, it

The site of St. Clair’s hermitage is marked by a monu- 
ment, which is the shrine to which thousands of the de- 
vout journey annually upon the saint’s day—July 17. 

Many genealogiste hint, and more, at the statement 
that there is no family on earth, greater, historically, 
than the St. Clairs; that they have always been not only 
near to royaity, but royal; that for 200 years those of the 


- Rame or blood sat upon the throne of England, and at 


the same time others of the race were upon the thrones 
of Norway, Sweden, Denmark, France, Sicily, Germany, 
Scotiand, Wales and Ireland. This is a wide sweep, to 
be sure, but claimed to be susceptible of proof. 

_ For example, William the Conqueror, in his everyday 
name, was William St. Clair, for his father, Robert, Duke 
of Normandy, was of St. Clair lineage. William’s Queen, 
Matilda, was the daughter of Baldwin and Eleanor St. 
Clair. The Queen of Ethelred Il was Emma St. Clair, 
the “flower of Normandy.” She was the daughter of 
Rfthard St. Clair, nee Fearless, Duke of Normandy. 
After Ethelred’s death she became the Queen of Canute, 
or Knut, King of England, Denmark and Northern Eu- 
rope. 

The variations of the name are almost countiess— 
Clair, de St. Clair, St. Clair, St. Cler, St. Clere, St. Cleer, 
St. Clears, Saint Clair, Sainteclair, Sin Clair, Sinclair, 
Sincler, Sinclear, de Sancto Claro, Sinkler, Sinklor, St. 
Hilair, St. Hillery, and perhaps a hundred others. 

The most usual] French form is de St. Clair; the Eng- 
lish, Saint Clair, and the American, St. Clair or Sinclair. 

To look up the pedigree of the St. Clairs all along the 
line would take us far afield. We must look up the St. 
Claire of the Isles; the sea kings of Norway, including 
Magnus the Good; Rogenvald, Jarl of Norway, 850; the 
Barons of Rosslyn and the Earls of Caithness, with oth- 
ers too numerous to mention. . 

Fact, fancy and legendary lore abound in the annals of 
the family. All these are kept alive, with added interest, 
by means of the family ret~‘on, which takes place annu- 
ally at Perry, Ohio. Here it may be mentioned that St. 


Clairs are numerous in the United States, and several] 
‘towns are thus named. 


In 1893, on St. Clair’s Day, July 17, occurred the 
“Sancto de Claro celebration” to honor America’s first 
discoverers, the Norseman. Herjulfson, 893, was the 
first, Prince Henry St. Clair, 1380, was the fifth Noree 
voyager who explored the coast of the new world.

Maj.-Gen. Arthur St. Clair was one of the central fig- 
ures of the Revolution, and he had also taken active part _ 
in French and Indian wars. He was one of Washing- 

_ ton’s trusted officers and a member of the commission 
that tried and convicted Andre. St. Clair, upon more 
‘than one occasion, came to the relief of Washington 
with funds to provide for the wants of a starving army. 
He was a member of Congress, and in 1787, elected iis 
president, he was virtually President of the United 
States, for Washington had not then been elected. Gen. 
St. Clair’s daughter, Louisa, had a romantic history, 
which was the theme of song and story. Figuratively 
speaking, she was rocked in the cradle of the Revolu- 
tion. The widely spread importance of the family is 
shown by the fact that nearly 100 arms are assigne

But heaven forbid that .we should ever see the day 
when these grand old giants of the Sierra Nevada forest, 
the most unique objects on earth, and the grandest mon- 
ument to the glory of the Pacific Slope, shall have be- 
come extinct through the greed and sordidness of a 
money-grasping, life-destroying age of commercial traf- 
fic! 

The Calaveras grove is situated in the county of that 
‘name, about sixteen miles from Murphy’s Camp, and 
near the Stanislaus River. It is on the line of the road 
which crosses the Sierras by the Silver Mountain Pass. 
This being the first grove discovered, and the most ac- 
cessible, it his come into more prominent notice and 
been more frequently visited than any of the others. It 
has also the advantage of possessing a good hotel and of 
being accessible to, wheelmen, the others being at a 
greater or less distance from any road. 

This grove occupies a slight depression between two 
slopes, through which meanders a stream of quite re- 
spectable proportions in winter, but dry as a wagon road 
in summer. The grove contains between ninety and 100 
towering giants, and a considerable number of lesser 
dimensions along the outskirts. Several have fallen 
since it was discovered, one has been cut down, and one 
has had the bark stripped from it to a height of 116 feet 
above the roots. The bark thus removed was exhibited 
in many parts of the World and finally found a resting 
place in Sydenham Crystal Palace, England, where it 
was unfortunately destroyed in a fire which nearly con- 
sumed the building a few years ago. 

These two trees destroyed by the hand of man were 
probably the largest and finest in the grove. Of. those 
now standing, the tallest is the “Keystone,” but the larg- 
est in diameter and the finest in symmetry and contour 
is the “Empire State.” The grove lies about 4700 feet 
above the level of the sea. 

The next grove to the southward is below the Stan- 
islaus River near the border of Tuolumne county, a dis- 
tance of about six miles. It contains from 600 to 800 
trees, but none so large as those of the upper grove just 
described. 

Still farther to the southward; possibly twenty-five 
miles, is the Crane Flat grove, near the station of the 
same name, on the Coulterville trail to the Yosemite. 
The trees stand mostly on the north slope of a hill, shel- 
tered from the wind, and as far as observed are rather 
smalier than those of the Calaveras grove. 


A single Big Tree stands in the woods by itself to the 
southwest between Crane Flat and Meréed& It is the 
only instance, so far as we know, of the occurrence of 
this species solitary and alone. But there is an un- 
explored region between Crane Flat and Beaver Creek, 
cnd therein may be some of these ancient forest kings 
not yet discovered. 

The Mariposa grove is situated sixteen miles south of 
the Lower Hotel in the Yosemite Valley. It is at an ete- 
vation of aout 5000 feet, and lies in a depression at the 
top of a ridge running back from the Merced River. The 
largest tree in this grove is the “Grizmy, Giant,” ninety- 
three feet in circumference at the ground. Its diam-ter, 
eleven feet above the ground, is twenty feet. Some of its 
branches are fully elx feet in diameter, the size of the 
large elms of the Connecticut Valley. But thie tree has 
long since passed its prime and has the battered and 
war-worn appearance conveyed by its name. 

There are only a few of the young Big Trees growing 
in Mariposa grove, the others having doubtless been de- 
stroyed by fire. But around the base of some of the 
large trees are a few small plantations of infant Se- 
quoias, a limited number having attained to a diameter 
of eix or eight inches. Those of a comparatively recent 
generation, of about ten feet diameter, uninjured by fire 
and in the full symmetry of a vigorous growth of per- 
haps 500 years, although not so stupendous as the older 
forest giants, are yet exceedingly beautiful and im- 
pressive. A wrong impression as to the appearance of 
the Sequoias exists in the minde of those who have 
merely read of them or seen pictures of their huge, fire- 
scarred tmse, an impression that because of their great 
size they must of necessity be a more or less cumber- 
some and wunsightly-looking object. But of all the 
world’s great family of trees, the Sequoia is the most 
‘graceful and beautiful. . 

The third most important grove of Big Trees is the 
Stanislaus, containing 1380 specimens, ranging from 
one to thirty-four feet in diameter. The first which at- 
tracts our attention from the ridge is the “Columbus,” a 
magnificent specimen standing alone. Passing this, we 
enter the lower end of the grove. Here stands the “New 
York,” 100 feet in circumference and 300 feet in height. 
Near this stands the “Correspondent,” a tree of stately 
proportions, named in honor of the newspaper fraternity. 
Then the “Ohio” looms before us, measuring 103 ‘eet in 
circumference and 311 feet in height. And not far away 


the “Massachusetts” modestly exhibits a circumference 
of ninety-eight feet and an altitude of 307. 3 


indeed the very finest grove of all, was purchased by a 


Just north of thie stands a tree, seventy-six feet in 
circumference, that has been struck by lightning a little 
less than 200 feet from the base, where its top was shiv- 
ered into fragments and hurled in all directions more 
than a hundred feet from the tree. The main trunk was 
rent from top to bottom. This dismantled trunk meas- 
ures twelve feet in diameter at its apex. 

Then as we pass on into the grove we come to the “Ca- 
nal Boat,” which, as its name implies, is a prostrate 
tree. The upper side has been burned away so that the 
remaining portion resembles a huge boat. In the bottom 
of this “boat” hundreds of young trees have started out 
in life, and under favorable conditions they may become 
huge specimens a few thousand years hence and chal- 
lenge the admiration and wonder of the intellects of that 
future day. Near by lies “Noah’s Aark” and “Old Go- 
Hath.” The latter is the largest recumbent tree in the 
grove. During the gale that prostrated “Old Hercules,’ 
in the Calaveras group, this grand old tree also gave 
up the ghost. One of its stalwart limbs measured eleven 
feet in diameter. 3 

The foregoing are a few of the grand monarchs of the 


Sierra Nevada forest, the greatest natural feature cf all 


earthly life, the oldest living thing on the giucbe, the 
grandest monument to the pride of the great Western 
Slope of the mighty American republic. There are 
many more of equal interest, every one of which should 
be as sacred to the people of the United States as the 
Constitution which protects the life and liberty of its 
sons and daughters. 

Are we, the American people, to behold. .acse le 
representatives of a grand and unparalleled form of life, 
the sole survivors of a mighty period of the world’s past, 
laid low in their grand pride and beauty—destrove. for 
the sake of the few dollars which their time-scarred 
forms represent in commercial value? °

THE DATE OF CHRISTMAS. 


A STUDY OF THE CHRONOLOGY OF THE BIRTH 
oe AND DEATH OF CHRIST.

It is admitted by students of chronology that the 25th 
of December is not the true date of Christ’s birth. The 
fact alone that in Judea the month of December is al- 
ways the height of the rainy season, is suffici¢nt to show 
that neither flocks nor shepherds could have been at 
night in the fields of Bethlehem. How came we to lose 
sight of the true date? The fault lies with Dionysius 
Exiguus, In the sixth century this scholar, with others, 
began to reckon time from the birth of Christ, and fixed 


‘the date A.D. as it now stands, viz., 536 years after the 


first year of Cyrus, King of Persia. . 

Among scholars it is generally conceded that our com- 
monly accepted A.D. is incorrect to the extent of four 
years. This theory is advanced to harmonize it with 
certain statements of Josephus, relative to the length of 
the reign of Herod the Great. According to one of his 
etatements it would appear that Herod died three years 
before the reckoned A.D. This, of course, would prove 
that Christ was born in the year B.C. 4; for it was this 
Herod who issued the decree to have all the babes of 
Bethlehem elain. But Josephus is not sufficient author- 
ity, as he is inaccurate in his record of dates. 

How can the exact date be found? By a thorough in- 
vestigation of the actual facts as presented in_ history. 
This will demonstrate to us that Christ was born one 
year and three months prior to January A.D. 1. His cruci- 
fixion occurred on the 14th of Nisan, which, according to 
our reckoning, was April 3, A.D. 38. The fact that He 
was crucified at the close of the 14th of Nisan and that 
this date rarely falls on Friday, but did so in the year 
A.D. 33, substantiates that date so thoroughly that even 
Usher, who adapted B.C. 4 as the date of Jesus’ birth, was 
forced to admit that the crucifixion occurred A.D. 33. 
Consequently, since the date of the crucifixion is A.D. 33, 
it follows that if Christ had been born B.C. 4, he would 
have been 36 years old at His death, and His ministry 
six years in length. His ministry lasted only three and 
a half years, which conclusively establishes the fact that 


His Dirth was about one year and three months before 


our common era, A.D. 1. Since His ministry ended at 
the age of thirty-three and a half years, the date of His 
birth may be found by measuring backwards to a date 
thirty-three and a half years prior to April, A.D. 33. 
Thirty-two years and three months before April, A.D. 33 
would be January 3, A.D. 1, and one year and three 
months further back would bring us to October 3, B.C. 3, 
as the exact date of the nativity. ‘Nine months back of 
that date would bring us to about Christmas time, B.C., 
when the annunciation occurred. It is claimed by some 
authorities that this was the origin of the celebration of 
December 25 as Christmas Day.

Hence it makes no rad- 
ical difference as to what make is used, so that it be 
well built and “up” in the essential qualifications that 
go toward supplying the conditions calculated to pro- 
duce a successful hatch of strong fertile eggs. In this 
connection it is well to consider what these essentials 
rarely are, and to learn the fundamental principles of 


‘artificial incubation and brooding. 


We will assume that the beginner in poultry culture 


- has made a selection of a machine and that he is about

. With each machine there are given full and complete

thoroughly master—not merely read them once or twice, 
but get their purport and _ significance thoroughly 
grounded into his gray matter. This once accomplished, 
he may be said to have mastered the primer of his new

grammar grade, with some steps of progession between

vocation. For the most part the leading factors enter- 


ing into the problem are alike. though there may be 


individual points in each make of machine peculiar to 
it alone, and for this reason the directions should be 


‘ religiously followed. Beyond that the conditions are 
‘ general, rather than specific. 


Having invested in an incubator, see to it that it is 


: placed in a quiet and undisturbed situation, where the 
temperature is as even as possible. For this reason 
“many prefer a cellar, but that is not essential, provided 


‘@ reasonably regular temperature is secured. By all 


| means avoid draughts. The machine being placed in the 


. most favorable situation available see to it that the 


| camapsinntte in the egg chamber is regulated to a nicety 
{two or three days before placing any eggs therein. This 
\ fs really important, as a machine after moving and 
. being placed in a new situation, will have to be more 
‘or less experimented with in order to be warmed up 
‘evenly and made to conform to its environment. If 
‘ you are a fancier with game blood in your veins, and 


: you are going to hatch $5 per sitting eggs artificially, it 


‘ might be advisable to try your initial hatch with 


cheaper but strong and fertile eggs. In this way you 
evoid losses and at the same time learn the ins and 
outs of the business before risking, say $30 to $50 worth 
of fancy eggs, with a chance of failure in successfully 
“bringing them out.” Though observation has done 
much to make artificial incubation successful, it does 
not wholly imitate nature, especially while frail hu- 
manity is trying to play the game. Having your eggs 
in the machine “in battle array ready for the fray,” 


see to it that your thermometer is absolutely reliable‘y 
and that it indicates about 103 degs. during the hatch- 


ing period. This should be placed at the top of a fer- 
tile egg. Modern machines are self-regulating, neverthe- 
less, it is always safe to see to it that the thing is 
“going straight.” Another important function is test- 
ing out the infertile eggs, which in the case of white- 


_ shelled eggs, can usually be done about the fourth or

ume of animal heat to the chamber, for this reason 


' never add additional fresh eggs to your 


machine 
when once set in motion. Eggs should be carefully 


- turned twice a day to prevent the germ from adhering to 


one side—at the morning turning they should be al- 
lowed to cool from 6 to 10 minutes, the length of time 
depending somewhat on the outside temperature, the 
machine in the meantime being kept closed and warm. 

During the first week or ten days. the do not 
require much ventilation, though after that period they 
will require gradually more. However, always bear in 
mind to avoid a draught. Moisture is another consid- 
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eration, and has a particularly strong bearing in our 
dry and arid climate. It has been claimed that hot-air 
machines, especially those admitting lamp products di- 
rect, require more moisture than hot-water machines— 
but that is a point fully covered in manufacturers’ 
directions. Outside of this contention, however, the 
problem is indeed a mooted one, and so subject to en- 
vironment and local conditions, for which it is difficult 
to formulate hard and fast rules. The currents of air 
created by ventilation cause evaporation of the fluid 
of the egg, which in natural incubation is eupplied by 
the body of the hen. This is an unknown quantity; it 
may mean much or little. Some operators go so far as 
to state that no artificially introduced moisture is 
needed, others defer it until the seventeenth or eigh- 
teenth day, while still others add a little throughout the 
hatch. Ventilation and moisture are, indeed, two fine 
points which must be carefully observed. Eggs natur-

ally contain an excess of sactatare, nevertheless in our 
dry and arid climate, when coupled to the absorption 
constantly taking place in the machine, there may be 
overventilation and a consequent evaporation of mois- 
ture which must be supplied. This, again, may be 
produced by sudden changes in the weather. A hen 
with a clutch of eggs sitting in a dranghty situation is 
quite as apt to fail in bringing off a good hatch as an 
incubator. Experienced breeders have noticed that 
when hatching artificially during a spell of weather 


when the winds are blowing hot and dry the results 


will not be so good as when conditions are normal. 
For these reasons the operator must exercise a certain 
amount of horse sense which cannot well be defined in 
mere words to successfully bring off a hatch of eggs. 
In the writer’s experience, when hatching both by nat- 
ural means as well as artificially, the indefinable instinct 
has suggested moisture to the eggs in both cases. Some- 
thing can also be said as to the difference between 
hard-shelled eggs and soft-shelled ones—the former 
(usually brown eggs) requiring more to enable the 
chick to pip, tha the latter. Simmered down, artificial 
incubation is simply an attempt by man to imitate na- 
ture—an attempt in which he hae been, all things con- 
sidered, marvelously successful. The breeder who prac- 
tices artificial incubation can study, no better guide than 
biddy when reproducing and perpetuating her race. In 
another column will be found some prominent queries 
and answers on this same topic, to which the reader's 


attention is directed. The matter of artificial brooding 


will be taken up later. 
The Standard-bred Light Brahma. 


Of the various varieties of standard-bred fowl com- 
prising the Asiatic class, the Light Brahma, all things 
considered, are the most popular. Large of body and 
docile in habit, they are especially well adapted to small 
quarters. Being ‘heavily feathered they adapt them- 
selves better to the cooler coast regions of the south- 
west, rather than the hot interior valleys, though we 
know of several breeders in the citrus belt of Southern 
California who breed them with success. At most of 
our shows the breed is always well representéd, and on 
more than one occasion has had possession of the 
middle of the show arena. The color of plumage is 
black and white, as shown in our illustration, beak 
yellow with dark stripe on upper mandible; face wat- 
tles and earlobes bright red; small pea comb; neck well 
arched with a beautiful black and white-laced hackle 
feathering; tail short, though rather full and compact; 
thighs and shanks stout and well feathered outside; 
skin yellow. Standard weights are: cock, 12 pounds; 
cookerel, 10; hen 9%, and pulilet 8. 

Broadly speaking, the Light Brahma comes te the 
head of a general-purpose breed, being large of body and 
meat of fine flavor. Under proper management they 
make good roilers or fryers, while for roasters the 
fully matured birds are unsurpassed among standard- 
bred fowls. By many they are also reckoned as fine 
egg producers, particularly during the winter season, 
laying a good-sized brown egg. There are flocks show-

from experience that it will do a great deal of good. 
Watch a hen on the nest. If she thinks no one is 
around she is constantly turning the eggs, either with 
her body or bill. The best hatch we ever had was when 
we ran our incubator in our kitchen, and we were so 
anxious to get chicks that my wife would open the ma- 
chine three or four times an hour, pull out the trays 
and roll the eggs around. The breath of air and turn- 
ing the eggs brought fine, strong chicks, and we raised 
every one, with one exception, and a plank fell on that 
one. We think the incubator manufacturers know this, 
but are afraid to say so, thinking the extra labor will 
discourage some: buyers, but if any one thinks he can 
‘get a hatch by’ lighting a match’ he will find if he 
tries it, it won't work. The chick in the shell needs 
exercise as much as any other animal before it is born, 
whether it is man or beast. : 

“(5.) Some of my chicks fail to take up the yolk. 
Why is it? : 

“Answer: The reason of this is failure to exclude all 
the moisture or being hatched before the chick was 
fully developed. By observation you will find that this 
happens only in excessive damp weather.

“Answer: This seems to us a fool question. How 
many old hens had ‘heat all around?’ She was the 
original incubator and was a top heat one at that.

‘incubator’ all the time? 

“Answer: If eggs are not aired, how can you cool 
them? And if eggs are not cooled, and cooled plenty, 
you will find that the chicks which do hatch are hot- 
house plants and will never make business birds.

FIELD NOTES. 


The Calamity of Pear Blight. - 
; EW horticulturists at this end of the State realize 
' F the force with which blight has stricken the pear 

orchards in some of the counties of the San Joaquin 
Valley. While sections have been depopulated of pear 
trees and alarm is abroad that this dreadful plague will 
not stop till it has ravaged every pear-growing section 
of the State. Prof. M. B. White of the Bureau of Plant 
Industry at Washington has spent months of investiga- 
tion in the stricken districts giving practical demonstra- 
tions of the best methods of control. He has lectured in 
Many sections and published valuable suggestions wher- 
ever opportunity was found. Having to return to Wash- 
ington this week he sent for one of his best assistants 
to continue the work. In addition, the University of 
California has Prof. Smith in the field with eight or 
ten men to work out practical results.

Not in Rivalry. 


HE story that Frank Wiggins’s orange exhibit at 
Shasta Springs ie intended as a rival of the- Clover- 
dale citrus fruit crop in quality and extent has no foun- 
dation in fact. The Secretary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce is too busy making new moves for the benefit of 
Southern California to get time to rival anything. If he 
puts up a more extended display of oranges in the little 
kiosk at Shasta than can be found in the orchards of 
some of the upper counties it will not be done to dis- 
parage the achievements of any of the Northern Califor- 
nia citrus belts, but just because none of these belts were 
enterprising enough to utilize the kiosk to show how 
Many oranges they could really produce. Mr. Wiggins 
cannot help taking an opportunity of displaying the agri- 
cultural products of Southern California. He is not the 
kind of a Hoésier who lets a chance to do good escape 
him, and that Shasta opportunity was the biggest one of 
its size he ever roped with a “wire.” 

New Insect Pest. 
R. ANDERSON, the owner of a large pear orchard 
in the Sacramento Valley told me last week that he 

had lost two crops of pears from the ravages of the pear 

thrips. This minute creature is closely akin to the little 
insect found about the scale shells of our citrus orchards, 
yet apparently harmless here. Not so with the pear 
thrips, for Mr. Anderson secured only two boxes of 


Partietts from his entire orchard last summer. At San 


José this insect has reached the point of a destructive 
element and grave alarm is felt as to the future there of 
the fruite subject to ite attacks. Our people may see 
from these conditions how grave the harmful insect- 
problem remains in many portions of the State. With 


the thrips, however, the growers may be relieved by a 


winter of adverse circumstances that may kill practically 
all these pests, as some of our citrus orchards seem to 
have been relieved from the spider.

New Canning Methods. 


F the subjects comparatively new that were discussed 

by the members of the State Fruit Growers’ Conven- 
tion were the canning of prunes and of olives. In the 
latter industry Mr. George C. Roeding of Fresno is tak- 
ing the lead. I referred two years ago to the fact that 
a Glendale grower had perfected olive canning to the 
point of keeping ripe olives for years sealed in this way, 
but it remained for Mr. Roeding to place the canned glive 
upon the market in a commercial way. The difficulty 
has been not so much to keep the fruit as to separate it 
from the cooked flavor. This seems to have been done 
‘by the Fresno grower, and thus another avenue for the 
olive is opening. Of the new method of canning par- 
tially dried prunes there may be need of further experi- 
mentation. I have sampled the product and found it ex- 
cellent, but not more so than the result of the best work 
under the ordinary method of preserving prunes. But 
the growers of many California fruits are gradually 
learning better methods of canning, and I hope these 
may be followed to success.

Light Orange Crop in Florida. 


LORIDA is the only competitor which California has 
Fi citrus fruits, and since the heavy freeze which took 
place there some ten years ago the industry there has re- 
ceived so severe a setback that competition from this 
source is not to be feared. Until that time the two 


States were very close together as citrus growers, but 
since then, California has gone ahead by leaps and 
bounds, while Florida lay for years almost supine from 
the shock. She has recovered somewhat in the past few 
seasons, and is again in the market as a shipper on an 
important scale, and the volume of her fruit output is a 
matter of interest to our growers. Florida fruit is on 
the market before the heavy volume of California fruit 
begins to move; shipments from that State commencing 
early in November, and the crop is pretty well out of the 
way before heavy shipments from our State go forward. 
Reports from Florida this year are to the effect that 
owing to severe cold weather last winter the crop will 
be light, not exceeding 1,500,000 boxes. This falls at 
least 500,000 boxes below the lowest estimate for last 
season’s output.—[Town and Country Journal. 


Luther Burbank. 


HAD the pleasure of a few minutes’ chat with Luther 
Burbank a few days ago, the man whom the civilized 
world is honoring as few have been honored.

Mr. Burbank is cer- 
tainly one of the most unassuming of men, perhaps real- 
izing that the overlaudation he is receiving needs coun- 
teraction as far as his manner can prevail. As it seems 
to me his phenomenal achievements result from the 
more general application of nature’s method of change 
than nature can possibly bring about unassisted; from 
his infinite patience and closer insight into the princi-

Many of our people think him a 
wizard, and that his success comes from the application 
of some kind cf sorcery that has not been given to any 
other scientist. Such a view is not true, and is becoming 
mischievous. His divination comes from a deeper delv- 
ing into the workings of nature’s laboratory than that 
of others, or than we can understand. But he has not 
mesmerized the forces of nature, or changed them in any 
way, more than did Franklin when he discovered the 
affinity of electricity and a tow string. One of the party

Home Grounds’ Shrubbery. 

NE of the common defects in laying out shrub- 

bery is that most gardeners do not show 
care enough in the early preparation of the soil, 
because when you stop to think, if the hole 
is not made fit to put the shrub into, that is, if 
care is not shown in removing rocks, roots, etc., how can 
it be expected that the shrubs will improve from year to 
year? it is always wel] to have a very rich soil adapted 
to the peculiar nature and requirements of the bush that 
is planted. Too much care cannot be shown in this re-— 
spect. Shrubs are divided into various classes so far as | 
their thriftiness is concerned, some requiring a great 
amount of sunshine, while it ie better if others were per- 
mitted a certain amount of shade, and then, again, other 
shrubs exposed to severe winds, if they are not in proper 
combination with stronger varieties, are easily broken, 
and when a series of shrubs are planted for garden 
effect it is very disappointing to have the upper branches 
broken down and snapped, thus injuring the effect. It Is 
necessary also to make a different arrangement and to 
follow various styles of trimming to have a correspon- 
ding varied appearance, designed to produce a certain 
gradation in planting shrubs of different sizes and flow-

The botanical department at the Kansas State Agricul- | 
tural College has been at work for three years on a line 
of work in corn breeding, namely, the crossing of field 
with sweet corn, the object in view being the improve- 
ment of the yield of sweet corn for commercial purposes. 
In the first year a great many crosses were made be- 


From the ears, developed as a result of the first year’s 
crossing, only those seed were saved for planting which 
showed double fertilization, in order to be doubly sure of 
the certainty that a hybrid was really being worked 
with. 

For example: If you cross Iowa Silver Mine (a white 
dent corn) with pollen taken from the tassel of a plant 
of Biack Mexican sweet corn (a.yariety with black col- 
seed coat), the result will be that the cross-polli- 
ears of the Iowa Silver Mine will most of them 

no difference in any of the kernels from what 
would have occurred if the pollen used had been taken 
from a plant of the same variety, and yet every kernel 
may actually contain a hybrid germ. 

It always happens in corn crossing that accidents oc- 
eur, and occhsionally a little pollen of lowa Silver Mine 
may, by some accident, fall on the silk of the ear that 
is being crossed with Black Mexican pollen during the 
brief interval that the ear is exposed for hand pollina- 
tion (being kept inclosed In a paper sack before and 
after pollination). However, there is one certain clew 
for the hybridizer. After cross-fertilized ears of Iowa 
Silver Mine are ripened, if he will look them over, he 
will find, here and there, a black kernel among the 
rows of white ones. This black kerne! he will at once 
pick off and save, for he is absolutely certain that it 
contains a hybrid germ between the Iowa Silver Mine 
and the Black Mexican. | 

of course, it may be that all the rest of the seeds of the 
ear in question may actually be hybrids, and in well- 
conducted experiments and the proper precautions dur- 
ing the pollination this will actually be the case; but 
there is always a shadow of a doubt which can be elim- 
inated by selecting only the double-fertilized kernels, 
which gives occular evidence of their character and ori- 
gin. 

Now these double-fertilized kernels from many crosses 
were all planted last year, and the ear on each plant was 
pollinated with pollen from its own tassel, which re- 
sulted, of course, in close fertilization: These close fer- 
tilized ears, as was expected, developed kernels in which | 
the sweet corn and dent corn were distributed in cer- | 
tain proportions. Different types of these kernels were 
saved and planted during the past season, and the ears 
were again rigidly close fertilized. 


Date Gardens. 


HE following from a report of the Department of 
T Agriculture just received will give the reader of The 
Times an inkling of what to expect from the Indio coun- 
try should date culture prove successful. The Souf re- 
gion is one of the smallest date-growing oases of Africa: 

“It was impossible to secure very reliable statements 
of yields from the natives, but from all that could be 


try. The clusters of the Degiet Noor are said frequently 
to weigh over 55 pounds each, and to attain sometimes 
90 pounds. Single trees of this variety, which is one of 
the lightest bearing kinds, sometimes yield as much as 
330 pounds in the Oued Souf. It was estimated in 1883 
that the date crop from the 175,000 palms (of all varie- 
ties) in full bearing then existing in the Souf region 
was 7,000,000 pounds This woulé mean an average 


yield of 40 pounds per tree, as against an average yield . 


of 28 pounds estimated to have been produced in the 
Oued Rirh the same year. A good palm in full bearing 
is valued at from $50 to $130, according to the variety to 
which it belongs. 3 

“The practice of planting the trees farther apart than 
in other oases is perhaps one reason for the large yields. 
By wide planting, not only do the roots of each palm 
have a larger feeding area, but the trees do not shade 
each other so much, and more of the fruit can develop 
and ripen. Moreover, the climatic and topographical 
conditions, as we have seen, are exceptionally favorable 
to the ripening of dates.”

sis. Twenty years ago New York’s death rate from tu- 
berculosis was 4.45 a thousand—now it is 2.79. Then the 
number of deaths each year from the white plague was 
6939, now it is 6086, although the population has more 
than doubled in the meantime. Twelve years ago, in 
New York City, the war against tuberculosis was set on 
foot by the adoption of 4 system of partially. voluntary 
and partially compulsory notification of the Health De- 
partment of cases of tuberculosis. Public institutions 
were required to report cases coming under their super- 
vision, and private physicians were requested to do eo. 
Under this provision the department of nealth carried 
on the work for three and a half years, and then adopted 
in 1897 regulations requiring notification in all cases. A 
system of notification is the prime requisite in fighting 
the disease. The Health Department has prepared maps 
of the city showing every house, and on these maps are 
plotted every case of death from tuberculosis. Thus the 


| centers of infection are reached, and with the aid of the 


tenement-house department conditions that give rise.to 
the disease are remedied. The Health Department, as 
soon as it receives notice of a death from tuberculosis, 
undertakes the most thorough kind of fumigation of the 
premiees, or, under proper safeguards, delegates the duty 
to the care of the physician if he is reliable.

Afraid of Fresh Air.

“I am a constant reader of that part of The Times 
magazine devoted to the ‘Care of the Body,’ and find 
therein much that is entertaining, instructive and ben- 
eficial; but, as the editor so often says in his criticisms 
of others, I sometimes fear he, too, is becoming a fad- 
dist, and drifting into error. I have in mind, in this 
connection the comments found in the magazine of 
November 26, under the heading, ‘The Draught Super- 
stition,’ reviewing, in part, what Dr. Norman Bridge 
aa to say in his recent article entitled ‘The Draught 

tich.’ 

“On this subject the editor offers the following: 

“*He (Dr. Bridge) shows that a draught indoors, of 
which most people are afraid, is the game sort of a 
thing as a gentle breeze out of doors, which nobody 
thinks of avoiding.’ 

“And further: 

“*“The editor and his wife die between two, wide- 
open windows, in all weather, except when it rains into 
the room.’ 

“For nearly two years I was a close follower of the 
above rule, and observed, meantime, almost every other

known rule for the preservation of the body, such as 


regular use and exercise of the muscles—all the muscles 
—accompanied by deep breathing and the various bathe 
—cold water, friction, sun and air. My diet, at the same 
time, was absolutely in accord with the most modern 
and approved formula, and my bedroom windows were 
kept wide open day and night. Under this treatment 
I was apparently doing well. Muscles were hard, appe- 
tite strong and digestion fairly good. But all at once 
one fine morning I found the muscles of my neck, arms 
and shoulders (the parts most exposed to the air when 
asleep) were quite sore and lame. The next morning 
they were worse so that I could not well-go through 
my accustomed exercises and baths. In the course of 
two weeks I was compelled to have assistance in dress- 
ing and undressing, and it was with the greatest diffi- 
culty that I could turn over in bed; but I got up every 
day and walked about the house. 


“Pretty soon my hips, back and lower limbe were in 
as bad a condition as the upper part of the body. In 
the course of the twenty months following this attack, 
seeking relief, I visited three different hot springs and 
called in the services of three different doctors, al) of 
which proved to be of little or no avail. At these eprings 
[ was told they were in the habit of grinding out on an 
average about one hundred patients every month in 
‘the year, ninety-nine hundredths of whom were afflicted 
with some form of rheumatism, or complaint more or 
less like my own. I talked with many who, like my- 
self, had been seized with this trouble since coming 
to California to live, and that their universal habit had 
been to sleep with open bedroom windows. 


“Now, is it a fact that a draught coming through a 


- window indoors is the ‘same as a gentle breeze out of 


doors?’ Let us be candid and investigate. It is true 
we are out all day in the open air and feel no il! effects, 
because we are usually in motion, keeping the blood in 
circulation and exposing all parts of the body to the air 
alike; but any part of the body exposed to a current of 
that air would be unendurable. It is the same with 
water. We submerge our bodies in a cold plunge, feeling 
no shock or inconvenience, but let a current of that 
water be poured, say, upon the small of the back, and 
no one, however strong, could stand it for a minute, 
unless it be an Indian—made of wood. I spend a great 
deal of my time in the open air, often sitting down for 
an hour or two without any bad results, but when I go 
into the house and sit down by an open. win- 
dow to read, I am soon reminded by sneezing or by 


_ darting pains through the body that something is wronz. 


“I have seen a clergyman preaching to a large con- 
gregation with his hat on all through the ceremony, 
and this in the Southern States where men are punc- 
tiliously polite in thg matter of removing their hats 
in the presence of ladies. 

“Imagine the spectacle of a c in Los Angeles 
preaching to a fashionable congregation with his hat 

‘on. But this poor man was so afflicted with neuralgia 
that a breath of air coming in contact with the bare 


kin put him in the most abject misery. 


“At one time during my trouble, feeling a good deal 
better I concluded to take a trip to the beach. After 
seating myself in an electric car, I felt a strong draught 
striking my neck and shoulder from a window in the 
rear, but the car was crowded and I was compelled to 
remain there and take it. The next day my neck and 
shoulders were so lame I could not turn my head from 
one side to the other, or lift my hands to my face. I 
feel quite eure it was something more than ‘super 
stition.’ 

“I believe every grown-up is more or less 
liable to the baneTul influences of a draught of air strik- 
ing them from an open window. This is especially true 
during the hours of sleep when the system is relaxed 
and all the vital functions are at a low ebb. Children

seldom ever still—except when asleep—and their blood 
is warm and active at all times. 

“I might go on with these illustrations ad libitum, 
but they are matters of common observation and should 
be known and understood by all. 

“That fresh air is very necessary and even indispensa- 
ble to good health all will agree, but it should be taken 
very sparingly when coming in cold; damp draughts 
through a window at night. Like every other remedy, 
ite use may be abused.”

Like most other “civilized” people 
his blood is evidently full of impurity. It had gathered 
in the neck and arms and shoulders. What does he 
then do” Instead of encouraging nature, by cold appli- 
cations and wet packs to those parts, he flies to min- 
eral water and drug dispensers with the natural and 
inevitable result that the cure was delayed. He mis- 
took the symptoms of cure for disease, as the allopaths 
do. 

Be sure of this: If your blood is pure, you can no 
more “catch cold”—foolish phrase—than you can squeeze 
blood out of a turnip. If you do get the “heat” we 
Anglo-Saxons call a “cold,” it is a sign that nature is 
taking an opportunity to throw out filth. Encourage 
her. Sit in a draught some more, and — cool baths 
and wet packs. 

Open windows, even when wide open, are not equal 
to outer air. Note how little the thermometer falls 


big lamp, or a stove. That is to say, in this climate. 
Also, note how different the air “tastes,” when, in the 
morning, you go out of your bedroom in which the 
windows are wide open. In building, the ventilation 
of our rooms is shamefully neglected. Therefore, as 
much as possible sleep in the open air, or at least on 
a screened porch. After you have tried this for a few 
weeks you will never again be content to sleep indoors. 

A clergyman, who pretends to teach people how to 
save their immortal souls from hell, should be ashamed 
to be unable to save his mortal body from a fever. 

The. “baneful influences of a draught of air” is non- 
sense—arrant nonsense, Superstition of the worst kind, 
like the warnings against “night air,” that our grand- 
mothers used to give us. “Night air” forsooth! What 
other air can be breathed at night than night air? 

As to shocks, one of the beneficial features of the 
hydropathic treatment is to pour a stream of cold water 
on some part of the body. 
do is to produce an artificial cold. 

Children don’t readily “catch cold” mere their 
blood is comparatively pure. They haven't begun to 
store up impurities by wrong living. Tha ié all there 
is to it. 

Surely, it is quite good of the ccvatusiuuaiis to admit 
that fresh air is “very necessary and even indispensa- 
ble to good health.” Well, rather! It should not be 
taken sparingly, but plentifully, under all circumstances. 


fits use cannot possibly be abused. See how_ delicate 


women in advanced stages of consumption are regain- 
ing health and strength, by living and eleeping out of 
doors, during inclement eastern winters, so that when 
they wake their bed clothing is sometimes covered with 
snow. And this, mark you, is being done, not by na- 
ture cure “quacks,” but gnder direction of duly qualified 
medical directors of consumptive sanatoria. Score that, 
at least, to their credit and to others, like Dr. Norman 
Bridge of Los Angeles, who preach the gospel of fresh 
air. 

Harden your bodies, first, inwardly, by eating plain 
non-stimulating uric-acid-free food, and avoiding all 
stimulants, then outwardly, by cold bathing, breathing 
deeply of:fresh air, iri all weathers, and wearing light, 
loose clothing. Catch all the “colds” you can till you 
can’t catch any more.

Fruit and Nut Diet. 


HOWELL writes: 
-« “Can I keep in good health and condition on a 
diet of almonds, figs (imported,) apples, dates, etc., and 


how niuch of each should be consumed at each meal by’ 


aman engaged in clerical work (outdoors,) forty years 
of age, athletic, splendid health, weight 165 pounds, 
height 5 feet 8 inches? Have been vegetarian for six 
months but do not altogether like it, although prefer 
it to a flesh diet.” 


Sure! And enjoy better health than ever before. If 
nothing else is eaten, two pounds of fresh fruit and 
four ounces of shelled nuts daily should be sufficient, 
if you chew the food thoroughly. You might vary the 
almonds with walnuts, pecans, filberts, pine nuts and 
Brazil nuts. California figs, equal to the imported, are 
now put up in small cartons. If you had seen how the 
Turkish figs are packed you would not care to eat them. 

A better plan would be to arrange the diet as follows 
(two meals:) 
season; two ounces shelled nuts. Second meal, four 


ounces dried fruit—figs, dates, prunes, raisins—two 
ounces shelled nuts and a little salad. Occasionally, if 


may substitute ripe olives for the nuts, 
ould add a little grain, as the olives 
lack in proteid. In the green corn season you may 
properly add that to your.menu. deducting a propor- 
tionate amount of fruit. 

If you find, after a month, that you are losing weight 
on this diet, increase the amount slightly and gradually, 
until your weight remains stationary. But don’t forget 
to chew your food with great thoroughness. -

SOMEWHAT remarkable article was published in 
the Independent (N. Y.) of August 24 under the 
heading, “The World’s Greatest Problem.” It was writ- 
ten by A. E. Wright, M.D., late professor of pathology 
Army Medical School, Netley, and pathologist to St. 
Mary’s Hospital, London, W. Dr. Wright is one of the 
highest recognized medical authorities in England. He 
was a member of the Indian Plague Commission. The 
reader will judge of his radical medical views. 

Dr. Wright goes beyond most of the independent 
physicians who have recently spoken out on the subject, 
in admitting the helplessness of medicine in combating 
disease. Regarding infectious diseases, he makes an 
exception of dipththeria, but apart from that he says: 

“It may be affirmed with confidence of the medical 
art, as at present practiced, that it can do practically 


‘nothing to avert death from a virulent bacterial inva- 


sion or to bring about a cure. The thoughtful and con- 
scientious physician has absolutely no illusions on this 
subject. Confronted with an acute bacterial invasion, 
he does not conceal from himself, or from others, that 
he is quite in the dark, and that he cannot foresee or 
determine the issue of the conflict which is in progress 


in the organism. That conflict will culminate, as the 


case may be, in the recovery or death of the patient. 
Fully cognizant of the limits of his knowledge, con- 
scious also of the risks of ignorant intervention, the 
thoughtful physician dismisses from his mind all idea 
of active intervention between the organism and the 
invading germs of disease. He contents himself with 
laying aside the drugs, which he feels to be useless, and 
with looking after the feeding of his patient.”. 

He quotes an American physician as remarking that 
“if the Christian Scientists had a little science, or the 
physician a little Christianity, it would hardly matter 
in serious illness which of the two was called in, pro- 
viding the patient had a very good nurse.” 

Even surgery comes in for criticism on the part of this 
tspoken physician. He claims that surgery merely 
pmoves the result, without interfering with the cause 
| behind, thus opening the way for further outbreaks 

the same ailment. : 

Dr. Wright says: “Tt cannot honestly be said that 

e have any real knowledge of the morbid chemical 
processes which are associated with acute diabetes, or 
Bright's disease. 

Even sanitation, Dr. Wright claims, has done. little 
to diminish the spread of infectious diseases. He says: 

“Above all, we must keep always before us that the 
sanitarian of today goes about his work with scales of 
ignorance over his eyes. We do not even know today, 


though all the world felt that it had certain knowledge 


on the subject yesterday, whether or no the infection 
of scarlatina is spread by the desquamated scales from 
the patient’s skin. We are similarly ignorant with re- 
gard to the factors upon which the epidemic outbreak 
of plague depends. We know only that the current 
tatements of the dependence of plague upon filth and of 
tne spread of the infection entirely by rats, or chiefly 
by rats, rest on no positive knowledge. In fact, these 
statements contain, in all probability, a large element of 
error. The same may be said with reggrd to the state- 
ments that typhoid fever is spread entirely by water, or 
chiefly by water. It will thus be manifest that, by 
reason of our present defects of knowledge, the efforts 
of the sanitarian may quite well, in particular cases, 
be entirely misdirected.” — 


Dr. Wright concludes this remarkable article as fol- 
lows: “That scientific knowledge which alone can 
avail in the conflict with disease is—practically all of 
it—still to seek.” He deplores the fact that physicians 
have so little time to devote to research. This is an 
exceedingly weak conclusion to such a brilliant article. 
The trouble is, as Prof. Rosenbach has shown, not that 
there has been ineufficient research, but that the med- 
ical world has gone crazy—“bughouse”—on bacteriology, 
and is neglecting the bedside for the laboratory. 

Meantime, is it not the height of presumption for 
members of a profession that has admittedly such a 
weak foundation, to presume to arrogate to themselves

The Uric Acid Theory.

The editor sent the clipping to Dr. Haig in London ! 


asking him if he was correctly quoted, especially as Dr. 
J. H. Kellogg of Battle Creek has stated that the pulse 
family (including peanuts) used so largely in vegetarian 
dietaries, contained only about one grain per pound of 
zanthin. In reply, Dr. Haig writes: 

“T have received your letter of October 24. 
remember that I ever said what I am supposed to have 
said in the Mail; but the statement as it stands is, I 
believe, perfectly correct and very similar to 
have eaid in my published writings and books. 
in no way responsible for what is said by others 
the amount of xanthin in beans. My results are 
very fully in ‘Uric Acid’ the conclusions I 
drawn from them, and I 6ee nq reason to 


conclusions since I stated them. I have never published 
any list of uric-aciéd-containing foods, giving the per- 
centages they contain. I have merely contented myself 
with advising people to abstain from the dhings men- 
tioned in the inclosed copy of diet notes, and if they 
choose to disregard my teachings and my warnings 
that is their affair, and they must take the consequences. 
{ do not think that it is possible, with any of the means 
at our disposal, to say with absolute certainty the 
exact amount of xanthine in any of these vegetable 
substances. My results are only approximate, and they 
are given practically in full im ‘Uric Acid.” Any definite 
statement as to grains per_pound must be more or leas 
open to doubt. But any one who is free from uric acid 
can very quickly convince himself that peas, beans and 
lentils contain considerable quantities of it, for so soon 
as he swallows these things he will find that his cap- 
illary circulation slows and his blood pressure rises 
in proportion to the amount taken.” 

Following is an extract from the “diet notes” re- 
ferred to: 

“The animal food in common use (meat, fish, fowl, 
game, eggs) all contain uric acid, or substances of the 
xanthin group which can be converted into it. The 
alkaloids of tea, coffee, chocolate, and-cocoa are also 
xanthins; and certain other vegetable substances, as 
the pulses (peas, beans, lentils, peanuts, etc.,) aspara- 
gus and mushrooms, contain large quantities of xanthin, 
and are to be avoided; while whole meal and brown 
breads and oatmeal are open to a similar objection as 
there is some xanthin in the outer husk of most grains. 


“Then the prevention or cure of the above diseases 
require that the body and blood be cleared of all excess 
of uric acid, but it is obviously impossible to do this 
while these substances are being continually introduced 
with every meal that is eaten. And in contradiction of 
old theories we now know by experience, that all uric 
acid diseases can be prevented or cured by refusing to 
swallow it. Those who swallow eight to ten grains 
per day (equal to nearly eight to ten ounces in a year) 
are, and remain, diseased; those who cease to swallow 
it in the above. named poisonous foods gradually draw 
free, in eighteen months to two years, from uric acid 
and its effects. It is also necessary not to: eat much 
more than the above physiological allowance of albu- 
mens, for if this is exceeded uric acid will be formed 
in some slight excess, and part of this excess may be 
retained in the body. There is, however, one animal 
food, namely, milk and its products, as cheese, that 
contains little or no uric acid or xanthin, and the chief 
foods available for a uric-acid-free diet are as follows: 
“Bread, macaroni, rice and other cereals, breadstuffs, 

biscuite and puddings. 

“And these, with a small quantity of milk ont cheese, 

and some nuts or almonds, from an amply sufficient 
diet for any one. 


“Then dried fruits as figs, dates, raisins and plums, with | 


potatoes, vegetables and fresh fruit, are to be re- 
garded as sauces or additions. 

“As whole nations are often practically dependent 
on a single one of these substances, those who cannot | 
live on a mixture of them all must be hard indeed to 
feed.” 

In regard to eggs, the following item is found in a 
hygienic exchange. It will be noted that Dr. Haig in- 
cludes eggs among the uric acid foods: 


“Eggs also contain no uric acid unless they have been 


incubated for two or three days. A healthy, new-laid 
egg is entirely free from it.” | 

In his November “Stuffed Club,” Dr. J. H. Tilden of 
Denver devotes several pages to a discussion of Dr. 
Haig’s uric acid theory. He says: 

“Dr. Haig says that the combustion a the body is 
regulated by the amount of uric acid which is contained 
in the circulation. It seems to me that the amount of 
uric acid in the body depends upon the amount of com- 
bustion that has taken place. If uric acid is anything 
it is a by-product of digestion, and when left in the 
system it means that the digestive function has been 
crowded beyond its thorough working capacity, the 
excretory organs have not been equal to the task im- 
posed upon them, and the waste matter that’ should 
have been thrown out is retained to obstruct normal 
metabolism. In the doctor’s description of what symp- 
toms are produced by the poison of uric acid, he de- 
fines exactly those that will appear in all subjects who 
are overfed and underworked, the exact condition that 
we have when the system is short on exercise and

by man in a greater quantity than his system can oxi- 


dize, will load his system with uric acid. The xanthin 
contained in tea, coffee and cocoa, which Dr. Haig allies 
to uric acid, ne doubt favors uric acid development in 
the system by retarding digestion and inhfbiting elimi- 
nation; they are made up of the same basic elements 


but differing somewhat in the quantity. Uric acid is 
represented by the following formula (C5 H4 N4 O03) 


and xanthin by (C5 H4 N4 02.) The reader will notice 
that the formulae differ only in uric acid having a lit- 
tle more oxygen than is contained in xanthin.” 


If Dr. Haig had done no more than to warn against 
the dangers of flesh food, he would have done noble 
service to humanity. It is possible that, in emphasizing | 
the evils of uric acid, he may be inelined to lose sight 
of other grave dietetic errors. Such, for instance, as 
the large consumption of “raw” starch, eating too much 
food and too rapidly, drinking with meals, and so forth.
